HE record’ showing the administration’s disregard of its respon- 
T sibilities with respect to our representation in diplomacy is 

an open book, and the specifications may easily be had. It is 
@ record revealing professions belied. It is a dismal record to those be- 
lieving in Americanism. Take for example the withdrawal of Ambas- 
sador Herrick from France. * * * No diplomat ever won more 
completely the affection of a foreign people; and there was no better 
fortune for this country than to have at the capital of any one of the 
belligerent nations 2 representative thus esteemed. 

“Yet the administration permitted itself to supersede him. ‘The 
point is not that the man was Ambassador Herrick or that the nation 
was France, but that we invited the attention of the world to the inex- 
cusable yielding of national] interest to partisan expediency. It was @ 
lamentable sacrifice of internationai repute.” 

This statement was repeated by Mr. Hughes on the stump on sev- 
eral occasions after his attention had been called to the fact that Mr. 
Herrick had not been superseded by anyone, particularly as late as

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PENSIONS FOR THE BLIND. 

When the voters mark their ballots on Nov. 7 
for or against the constitutional amendment to en- 
able the Legislature to pass a law providing for 
pensions for blind persons, they will not be au- 
thorizing or forbidding the passage of a sweeping 
law putting every blind person on a pension. That 
would be to pauperize many self-respecting citi- 
zens. 

The pension Jaw which the United Workers for 
the Blind and their friends propose will be based 
upon laws of other States, providing for pension- 
ing the DESERVING blind, and containing such 
restrictjons as will prevent Missouri from becom- 
ing a Tallying place for blind persons generally. 

Iilinois has such a law, and its working is in- 
dorsed by County Judges, clerks and other offi- 
clals connected with its administration. It has 
been found that it places no undue burden upon 
the taxpayers. And, by helping a blind person 
to become, in part, self-supporting, it relieves 
the crowded eleemosynary institutions. Perhaps 
its greatest benefit is that it keeps families to- 
gether. 

With the restrictions contained in such a law, 
blind persons elsewhere. will not be induced to 
come to Missourl. They are not flocking to IIli- 
nois, as the law requires that a pensioner shal]! 
have lived in the State 10 years. No blind man or 
woman could afford to go to a State and wait for 
a pension that long. 

All that the voter who is a friend of the blind 
need do when he gets his‘ ballot is to scratch 
the “No” for Amendment No. 1, and he will have 
voted for the pension law. It will be an act of 
humanity and good citizenship. 
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It looks like a dismal Christmas for the boys in 
the gun-pits. 


ONE UNJUSTIFIABLE CHARGE. é 
Observing the effect of Mr. Roosevelt's utter- 
ances on large masses of voters, the affront he 
seems deliberately to give in many cases to pro- 
nounced American sentiment and the country’s 
sense of fair play and his almost irrational cam- 
paign performance, Carl Raid of Cleveland has 
expressed publicly a view which had previously 
been heard in private.

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WHAT A CAR SHORTAGE MEANS. 

Recent news dispatches revealed that Cleveland 
was short of soap for its Saturday night bath 
and that residents of Nashville and other cities 
had been put on sugar rations for short periods 
because of a car shortage. 

These items, bordering on pleasantries, are 
outcroppings of a situation that has caused an- 
xiety to a large class of business men since the 
middle of July. Beginning with the wheat har- 
vest, the shortage of freight cars became acute 
in certain lines, notably lumber, and since the 
opening of the cotton shipping season, the situa- 
tion has been immeasureably worse.

Rumania’s Position Is Critical 


RUMANIA ASKS AID. 

Detroit Free Press: There. are two ways in 
which the entente nations can provide Rumania 
with the saving assistance she is asking them. 
One is the pressing northward from the Saloniki 
‘base in force sufficient to command the exclusive 
attention of the Teutons; the other is by sending 
Russian soldiers down from the north to strength- 
en effectively the Rumanian lines all along the 
frontier. A combination of these moves is the 
ideal reply to the appeal from Bucharest. 

The recor: of Great Britain and France as sav- 
iors of amal] nations involved in this war does 
not offer much hope to the Rumanians, for these 
two members of the entente have thus far suc- 
cored no state that has depended on them. Bel- 
gium, Servia and Montenegro are witnesses 
against fhem. Russia may be depended upon to 
de anything she can do. Since the war opened 
the empire of the Czar has done her best to meet 
her obligations, and already she has sent consid- 
erable bodies of troops to help the Rumanians. 
She has sent them from selfish motives doubtless, 
but still she has sent them and they are fighting 
today alongside the troops of King Ferdinand. 
But how much more can Russia do if she is to 
maitain her far Eastern campaign -and her ad- 
vance in Austria afd keep intact her lines north 
to Riga? ’ 

The Rumanians are in a bad case and unless 
they can protect themselves there is reason for 
their fear that their fate is to be the fate of Bel- 
gium and Servia. 


RUMANIA’S PLEA. 

Philadelphia Press: The statement given by 
King Ferdinand of Rumania to an English corre- 
spondent is primarily a summary of his country’s 
motives in entering the war. It is the most com- 
plete official explanation that Rumania has yet 
issued. At once a defense of Rumania’s position 
and a plea to her allies to save her from the fate 
of Belgium and Servia, it is well worth the study 
of neutral America. . 

King Ferdinand repudiates the charge that Ru- 
manian intervention was actuated by motives of 
raaterial expediency and bad faith to the entente 
Powers. At the beginning of the war, he says, 
Rumanian opinion was neither for nor against 
Germany. As regards the other nations—the Ru- 
manians are bound to Russia with ties of race 
and blood; Hungary is their traditional enemy; 
Bulgaria a dangerous and ever-menacing neigh- 
+- gr France they have the sympathy of kin- 


dred blood; for England the respect “due a great 
empire based on justice.” In short, he means to 
convey that as the war began Rumania had her 
definite sympathies, but entertained no feeling of 
hostility to the Teuton side. 

As the war progressed, Rumania perceived a 
moral issue involved in it. The Teutonic methods 
of*frightfulness and lawlessness she found repul- 
sive. The attitude of the central Powers toward 
small nations filled her with alarm. Public opin- 
ion was deeply affected. Still more intolerable 
was the subtle Teuton propaganda for persuading 
her to enter into the war on the side she deemed 
unjust. It was then, King Ferdinand, intimates, 
that Rumania decided. 

But the time was not ripe. 
retreat and apparently crushed. 
France had been fought to a standstill. Rumania 
was @ small Power “surrounded by giants.’’ To 
intervent at that time would have been suicide. 
Sc she steadfastly repulsed the German overtures 
for an alliance and waited. “She has waited the 
time,’ says her King, “‘when she could act with 
reasonable insurance of protecting herself, of hav- 
ing the support of the great allies. She has not 
waited a moment longer.” 

Even then she entered the war without illusions. 
She had seen the virtual. extinction of Belgium 
and Servia, and she knew that a like fate awaited 
her in defeat. King Ferdinand might have added 
that he had seen how utterly the allies failed to 
save Belgium and Servia from German wrath. 
What he did add was, “the Rumanians pray that 
in spite of their own huge problems, the allies will 
not allow the affairs of Rumania to pass into the 
back of their minds and allow her to meet the 
fate of either Belgium or Servia.” 

Rumania’s explanation is to be regarded as evi- 
dence in the case. The verdict is for history. But 
her plea for more efficient aid from her allies is 
amply justified by the facts. Nothing could ex- 
cuse a third failure on the part of the allies to 
save from destruction a little nation fighting on 
their side. 


TEST FOR TEUTON POWER. 

Washington Times: Whether Rumania shall 
be crushed by the united efférts of Germans, 
Austrians, Bulgars and Turks, will depend on 
whether there is enough reserve force in the in/ 
terior alliance to administer such a kick as would 
be required. It will need a big kick, and Falken- 
hayn is going to administer it if it is in the pos- 
sibilities.

value received.

Yet they { 
make no protest against paying whatever prices } 
are necessary to defray costs and leave a reason- { 
able profit far producers and distributers. What | 
they lack at present, as in the past, is accurate } 
information regarding such costs and profits.

“Now, it would be possible to fix the 
time in which, granted the central Pow- 
ers did not in the meantime win the 
“war, they would have te shorten their 
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their losses. They would have to short- 
en thdir lines because they would lack 
men to hold the present extent. 

In this time no such shortage could. 
be felt by the allies, because they 
started with a man power two and a 
half times as great, that is, a total man 
power of 30,000,000 against 17,000,000, and 
have never had in the field at any time 
more than 8,000,000. If they have lost 
5,000,000 permanentiy and have 8,000,000 
in the field, they now have a further 
supply of 17,000,000, as against 3,000,000 
for the central Powers, if our computa- 
tion ts approximately correct. 

f Allied Population. 

We do know that the population of 
the allied nations is two and a half 
times that of the Central Powers. We 
do know that their losses have been, 
if actually greater than the German 
and Austrian, relatively much smaller 
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regard being had for their total man 
a 


power, and this means that they are 


certain to have reserves to call upon, 
when the reserves of the Central Pow- 
ers have been exhausted. 

Take a simple illustration. Eight men 
are fighting five. Behind the eight are 
22, ready-to take their places; behind 
the five are only seven. If the first 
five men disposed of the first eight, 
while exhausting themselves, eight more 
will take the place of the first, five 
more the place of the first five. But 
then the second eight will have 14 be- 
hind them, the second five only two. 


Now, if the Central Powers have lost 
only «4,000,000 out of 12,000,000, that is 
permanently lost them, in the first 26 
months of the war, they may be able 
to go on for something less than, two 
years more, losing at the same rate.

tral Powers. But even at the moment 
when the Central Powers feel the pinch, 
they can temporarily save their situa- 
tion by shortening their’ lines, going 
back, for example, in the west, to a 
line from the Dutch frontier, through 
Liege and Luxemburg to Metz. 
Exhaustion Will Come, 

Only one thing is certain—we can't 
say when exhaustion will come, because 
we can only guess at the figures of 
casualties. ut we can say that it 
will come, that it will come to the 
weaker party, which is the Central Al- 
liance first, and that it will come while 
the opposing alliance has still abundant 
supply of men to keep its armies at the 
maximum of| necessary strength. Con- 
ceivably the Germans may win the war, 
possibly the| allies may win the war, 
but_if it goé¢s on as it is now going, 
if it turns on| battle losses, if it remains 
a contest of attrition, the ultimate out- 
come is omens 

Present Year’s Cost. 
Now I ste Ao set forth a few more 


figures, an estimate of the cost in cas- 
ualties of the campaign of the present 
year, th&t is, from January to the end 
of October. In this time I believe the 

French have lost 400,000, 250,000 at Ver- 
dun and 150,000 at the Somme and else- 
where, the British 400,000, mainly at the 
Somme, the Italians 200,000 and the Rus- 
sians 1,000,000. 

This last is the German estimate of 
Russian casualties since June. It is 
high, but I accept it, only stretching it 
to include the operations prior to June, 
which were not very expensive. All 
told, the allies have thus lost 2,000,000 

Now as to the centralPowers: The 
German loss at Verdun was not less 
than 500,000. At the Somme it has beén 
around 250,000, including all other ca:s- 
ualties on the western front. Defend: 
ing themselves at the Somme, the Ger 
mans have lost about half as many 
men as their assailants. At Verdun 
where they were the assailants, they 
lost at a similar ratio. 

On the eastern and Balkan fronts the 
German loss has been not less than 
20,000, the price of checking the Rus- 
sian drive. All told the German 
has been 1,000,000. As for the Austrians 
they have lost at least 750,000, including 
over 360,000 prisoners, mainly to the 
Russians. 

Results of Pounding. 

Now examine these last figures and 
you will see what the results of the 
new allied tactics of pounding have 
been, combined with the German fail- 
ure at Verdun. In about 10 months the 
Germans and Austrians, who started 
with a man power let us say of 12,000,- 
000, or 10 per cent of their total popula- 
tion, have lost 1,750,000 in killed, wound- 
ed and captured, and this is more than: 
14 per cent of their total. In the same 
time the allies have lost 2,000,000, or 
rather less than 7 per cent of thei 
original man power, aggin applying the 
10 per cent rule. 

In other words, the rate of exhaustion 
of the central Powers this year has 
been twice as great in relation to their 
total resources as that of the allies. It 
is my judgment, too, that the figures I 
have given are low for the central Pow- 
ers and high for their enemies. 

Nor does this complete the statement. 
We have official Russian figures to prove 
that 420,000 prisoners were taken by the 
Russians in their great advance, and 
these figures were repeated in debates 
in the Hungarian Chamber. We have the 


‘lItalian claim of 30,000 prisoners taken in 


their .Gorizia drive and Anglo-French 
claims officially mage of the capture of 


_jat least 75,000 Germans at the Somme. 


Here is a loss in prisoners of not less 
than 525,000 for the central Powers. 
As against this the Germans have 
clcimed about the same number of Ital- 
fan prisoners taken, chiefly in the Tren- 
tino/drive. German and Austrian reports 
have not claimed more than 100,000 Rus- 
Thus the loss 
in prisoners of the allies is more than 
two and one-half times less than that of 
the cehtra] Powers, and their permanen: 
loss, by reason of the year’s campaign, 
is thus less than that of their enemies. 
Able, because of their. superior popu- 
lation, to bear much larger absolute 
losses than their enemies, the alies have 
actually suffered losses absolutely not 
merely relatively smaller.

2,000,000 BALLOTS REQUIRED 
FOR ELECTION IN ST. LOUIS 


Six Parties in Field and in Addition 
Are Those for Constitutional 
| Amendments. , 

More than 2,000,000 ballots will be 
printed for use at the general elec- 
tion in St. Louis on Nov. 7. The num- 
ber of candidates’ ballots for the six 
parties which have tickets—Demo- 
cratic, Republican, Socialist, Prohibi- 
tionist, Progressive and Socialist-La- 
bor—will be 1,896,000. In addition 
there will be 36,000 ballots for “ab- 
sentees,” or voters who will vote in 
St. Louis instead of their regular 
places of residence, and 870,000 bal- 
lots on which constitutional amend- 
ments will be printed. 


The proposed constitutional amend- 
ments are for a farmers’ land bank, a 
pension for blind persons and state- 
wide prohibition. Proposed amend- 
ments to the charter are one for a 
special tax for the maintenance of 
the zoological garden in Forest Park, 
and one authorizing nonpartisan elec- 
tions. The charter amendments will 
appear on the candidates’ ballots.

Proposal Is to Adopt System 
Which Has Been Found Help- 
ful by Other States. 


Many voters apparently have be- 
come so confused as to the / exact 
meaning of the proposed amendment 
to the Missouri Constitution, which 


would permit the Legislature to pro- 
vide- pensions for worthy blind per- 
sons, that those who are working in 
behalf of the amendment are concen- 
trating their efforts to clear away 
misunderstandings,. 

Edward F. Endicott, a blind law 
student at St. Louis University, and 
chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee of the United Workers for 
the Blind, said yesterday that there 
seems to be a widespread impression 
that the adoption of the amendment 
would automatically create a pen- 
sion fund, which is a false impres- 
sion. 

The proposed amendment simply 
empowers the Legislature, whenever 
it sees fit, to pass lawsito grant 
whatever subsidies to blind individ- 
uals it may deem advisable. The Con- 
stitution as it stands makes any such 
legislation impossible, however de- 
sirable the law-making authorities 
might find it. 

Safeguards Are Provided. 

If the amendment is adopted, Endi- 

cott explained, it would then be nec- 


not only that a desired relief should 
be given as a matter of public policy, 
but also that any relief prayed for 
was actually needed and that any 
money appropriated would be prop. 
erly spent. 

“Whatever pension laws we would ask 
for,”” Endicott sgid, “would be based 
upon similar laws in Illinois, New York 
and Ohio, where they have proved work- 
able and satisfactory. These laws were 
carefully designed, so that the impostor 
and the unworthy cannot take advan- 
tage of them and so that no state in 
which they exist can be made a dump- 
ing ground for the indigent blind of 
other states. 

‘In Illinois, for instance, no blind per- 
son can receive a pension until he has 
lived in the\ State continuously for 1 
years and the city or county for three 
years. Nor can any person receive a 
pension who has an income of as much 
as $400 a year from other sources or 
has relatives who are able to provide 
him an income. 

“Our states are going to considerable 
expense to educate the blind. But a 
high school education, for instance, is 
alone of little value In enabling the 
blind man to make his» way in the worl. 
If he is to be turned out without other 
instruction, there is little left to him 
except mendicancy or peddling, and an 
education that fits a man only for men- 
dicancy or peddling is scarcely a prac- 
tical one. 

Only Small Pension Needed, 

He needs an opportunity to learn some 
trade or profession. He might study 
law or osteopathy or troom making or 
basket weaving, but while he is doing 
this he must have the means to exist. 
A small pension, in addition to what 
he could earn, would answer all the 1rv- 
quirements. 

“I think that an adequate pension 
system would be found a means of sav- 
ing money to the State, instead of the 
assumption of a new ability. The per 
capita cost of supporting the inmates of 
the county alfmshouses of Missouri is 
about $250 a year. The payment of small 
pensions, say not to exceed $12.50 a 
month, to the blind, would, I believe, 
reduce the per capita* expense to $140 
a year—a clear saving of $100 a year for 
every pauper supported by the State.”’

Although 
Massachusetts ig normally a Republi- 
can State, Boston has had many Demo- 
cratic Mayors, and though the elec- 
tions are nonpartisan, the Party ma- 
chinery is kept intact. 

In Cleveland, Douglas potnted out, 
Newton D. Baker, a Democrat, the Sec- 
retary of War, was elected Mayor un- 
der the nonpartisan system. 

Regarding the merits of the election 
plan proposed for St. Louis, Douglas 
has received a letter from Mayor V. R. 
Irwin of St. Paul, who says in part: 

“Prohibiting party names on city elec- 
tion ballots should be adopted in every 
city In the United States. We nominate 
by petition, and the system is \satis- 
factory. We have a Mayor and six 
Councilmen who conduct the affairs of 
the city and meet every morning at 10 
o’clock. The daily busihess takes from 
30 ‘minutes to an hour and a half. 

“T am a business man and have never 
been In politics before, and am sure I 
would not have thought of running un- 
der the old system, and probably could 
net have obtained the nomination had I 
so desired.”

The bride said she had been influ- 
enced not only by a feeling of admira- 


tion for Dr. Snider's mental attain- 
ments, but by genuine personal — 
tion. 
| “We had been engaged since I re 
‘turned from California last February,’ 

she said to a Post-Bispatch reporter 
after the wedding. ‘I was in Dr. Snid- 
er’s psychology class, at the Cabanne|! 
Franch Library, from 1909 until three 
years and a half ago, when I went to 
California for a long stay.” 

It was during this stay in California 
that Mrs. Sander obtained a divorce 
from Theodore Sander, proprietor of a 
grocery store at 3770 South Broadway. 
A son remained in Sander’s custody, and 
t. daughter went with Mrs. Sander, and 
is now a pupil in Monticello Seminary, 
| Godfrey, Ill. Mrs. Sander lived, until 
a short time aro, at 3842 De Tonty 
street. 

Will Not Take Honeymoon Tour. 

Dr. Snider, whose reputation as a 
thinker {s almost worldwide and who has 
accumulated considerable wealth, has 
hitherto had no residence address which 
has been generally known. His ad- 
dress, in this year’s directory, is 212 
Pine street, the printing office where 
his books are published. He gave this 
address in getting his marriage license. 
But it was said last night that Dr. and 
Mrs, Snider will make their home in the 
Vernon avenue apartment. They will not 
take a honeymoon tour, and Dr. Snider 
is expected to lecture to his class at the 
Cabanne HMbrary tomorrow night. 

George W. Wadlow of 1901 Park ave- 
nue, a lawyer, Dr. Snider’s chief dis- 
ciple, who has relieved him of a part of 
his work of teaching, in the past two 
years, was the only witness of the wed- 
ding ceremony. Circult Judge Jones, 
who was not previously acquainted with 
the bridegroom or the bride, performed 
the ceremony at Wadlow’s request. The 
bride was not required to promise to 
“obey,"’ as this promise is not customary 
in civil marriages. 

Dr. Snider was born in Mt. Gilead, O., 
Jan. 9, 1841, and graduated from Ober- 
lin College in 1862, when he entered the 
Union army. He came to St. Louis in 
1864, and taught for three years in 
Christian Brothers’ College and for 10 
years in the high school at Fifteenth 
end Olive streets. He was married in 
1867 to Miss Mary Krug, who died, leav- 
ing a daughter. She became a kinder- 
garten teacher in Pittsburg, and was 
married there. 

Since 1877, Dr. Snider has devoted him- 
self tu writing and lecturing and has 
lived the life of a recluse, except for 
his appearances before his classes at 
branch libraries. 

Has Written Many Books. 

He has written more than 30 books, of 
which his critiques on Shakspeare, Ho- 
mer and Goethe are the best known. 
He has treated the Civil War. and the 
life of Lincoln, from their psychological 
sides, and he has celebrated, in a vol- 
uma, the deeds of Johnny Appleseed, the 
eccentric benefactor who planted apple 
trees through Ohio in the early days of 
that State. His heavier works have 
been interpretations of ancient and 
modern philosophers, particularly He- 
gel. His latest work, ‘“‘The Shakspear- 
tad,” appeared last spring. 

His degree of Doctor of Letters was 
conferred by Oberlin College, as a 
recognition of his scholarly distinction. 
In St. Louls, for many years, he was 
little known even to the educated, al- 
though his books were read and valued 
in European libraries. 

A St. Louis student in Vienna once 
sought, in a library there, a work ex- 
plaining the significance of the ancient 
Greek battle of Marathon. The librarian 
told him that the best work on this sub- 
ject was “A Walk in Hellas,’ by a 
Mr. Snider of St. Louts. The student 
was obliged to confess that, though 
lately from St. Louis, he had never 
heard of the suthor. 

In recent, years, newspaper articles 
have made the public mvre familiar 
with Dr. Snider’s attainments. His 
teachings, however, are not of @ na- 
ture to be grasped except by careful 
and systematic study, and his lectures 
are appreciated by regular attendants, 
rather than casual ones. He has given 
his books to those attending the lectures 
and has made no charge tor his teach- 
ing, saying that he is willing to give 
away his intellectual riches, as some 
others give away their material wealth.

“During the present administration, 
and particularly in this campaign, there 


has been developed a clear-cut issue 


between the workers—the producers— 


and those who manipulate the products 


of labor of others—the exploiters. 

“The issue is represented in the cam- 
paign by the conflicting interests repre- 
sented by labor and Wall street. 

“The dignity of human life and the 
value of the co-operation of those whose 
work is necessary to the processes ot 
industry and commerce have been giv- 
en an important place in considering 
all problems that concern the nation 
This recognition has taken the form 
of legislation necessary to protect the 
interests of wage earners and in thu 
ideals of humanity that have guided and 
directed national policies both at home 
and in our relations with other nations 

‘Though half of the world has been 
involved in a terrific conflict and it 
seemed at times as though our nation 
must be drawn into the vortex of humaa 
slaughter, yet the chief executive of 
our land hag been able to manage the 
affairs of the nation and the interests 
of our citizens so that without the hor- 
rors of war he has established and 
maintained protection of human life and 
human rights In the somewhat vague 
domain of internatiunal law. Without itn- 
volving this nation in war, he has se 
cured for us all of the protection and 
all of the benefits that would have ac- 
crued from a successful international 
war and by diplomatic correspondence 
has achieved the victory of embodying 
concepts of humanity in international 
activity, in so far as America is con- 
cerned. 


Mexico Policy Praised. 

“What has been true in the case of 
the European war is also true in the 
case with the relations between our 
country and Mexico.

Mrs. Edna May Bauer, 22 years old, 
was shot and killed by her husband, Eu- 
gene Bauer, 26 years old, yestérday aft- 
ernoon, in the kitchen of their home, 
1940A Dodier street, in the presence of 
their two children, Eugenia, 4 years old, 
and Frances, 17 months old. 

Bauer, who is a shipping clerk, em- 
ployed at the More-Jones Brass and 
Metal Co., Broadway and Dock street, 
said to the police that they quarreled 
over his suggestion that part of his 
wages be given to his mother, and that 
in a struggle which followed a revolver 
twas discharged.

His wife said 
the amount was little enough for the 
family’s needs, and, he says, they 
quarreled. He threatened to leave her,

WIDOW KILLED 
BY AUTO DRIVEN 
BY A PHYSICIAN 


Dr. Clarence Martin Arrested 
After Accompanying Woman 
to Hospital—Released on Bond. 


Mrs. Henrietta Maizner, 64 years old, 
a widow, of 1337 Montclair avenue, was 
run down and killed at Page boulevard 
and Montclair avenue at 6:50 o'clock last 
night by an automobile driven by Dr.

He 
had become uneasy at her delay in get- 
ting home and when he heard that a 
woman had been hurt he went at once 
to the hospital to make inquiries. 

Dr. Martin was arrested and taken 
to the Page Boulevard Police Station. 
Afterwards he was released on a $1000 
bond. 

At his home later he sald that the ac- 
cident was unavoidable.

Count Carl Stuergkh’s ministry wae, 
formed Nov. 8, 1911, and was re-organ-

Count Stuergkh has been a prominent 
figure in Austrian political affairs for 
years. He was Minister of Public Works 
in the Cabinet formed in 1909 at the re- 
tirement of which, tn October of 1911, 
he was asked to form a new ministry. 
The Count was born in 189 at Gras, 
was educated at the University of Gras 
and entered the service of the State in 
1881. He began ‘his parliamentary career 
on March 12, 1891, when he was elected 
to the Reichstag. In 1884 he became @ 
ministerial director in the department. 
of which he afterwards became the 
head. In the interval he was out of 
office for & time, resigning after the 
fall of the Windigsche-Graets Cabinet. 

Telegraphing from Vienna a few days 
ago, a correspondent ef the Vossische 


crisis in’ Austria was considered un- 
avoidable. The dispatch did not specify 
the reason and little information has 
reached this country in regard to the 
current Austrian political conditions, ai- 
though there have been. many dis- 
patches in regard to the political strife 
in Hungary.

country,” he continued, “Judged by our 
opportunities and our soil and our na- 
tive capacity, ought to be twice what 
they are at present, and instead of the 
possibility of shortage there ought al- 
ways to be the certainty of the expor- 
tation of large bodies of grain from the 
United States. 

“So that what we are trying to do all 
along the line is to establish co-opera- 
tion, general development, common 
counsel and what I would be glad to 
have you gentlemen understand is that 
that is exactly the formula that fits ev- 
erything that we have been trying to do. 
We have been trying to take the gov- 
ernment of this country out of the con- 
trol and from the guidance of small 
groups and square it with the counsel of 
the whole nation. We have been trying 
to make a partnership of it and I am 
glad to say we have succeeded. 

“I do not wonder that the gentlemen 
out of whose hands it has been taken 
are uneasy, because they are genuinely 
of the opinion that only they know how 
to run the country, and if I thought I 
was the only man living who knew how 


sorry to see it taken out of my hands. 


Others Understand Them. 
“T have a suspicion that has been 


forced upon me by many experiences, 
that I am not the only man, and what 
has surprised some of those gentlemen 
is to discover how many others there 
are who really understand the United 
States. The United States is beginning 
to understand itself and it is beginning 
to understand these gentlemen. 

“One of the great lessons of the Euro- 
pean war has been that the economic 
mobflization of the country, the ¢6co- 
nomic co-ordination and co-operation of 
it, is just as important as the military 
co-operation of ft. 

“T am not expecting this country 
to get into wan I know that the 
way in which we have’ preserved 
peace ts objected to, and that cer- 
tain gentlemen say they would have 
taken some other way that would 
inevitably have resulted in war; but 
IT am not expecting this country to 
get into war, partly because I am not 
expecting these gentlemen to have 
a chance to make a mess of.it. But 
I am very glad to take advantage of 
the present concentration of the at- 
tention of the world upon the prob- 
lems of war to make it evident to the 
country that these same problems 
are the problems of peace so far as 
they are economic problems. 

“Ratlway development of _ this 
country has never been studied as a 
whole for one thing. There are a 
great many things lacking in the 
transportation facilities of the coun- 
try which are now going to be de- 
veloped in the new kind of consulta- 
tion which we have established. 
“The Congress has recently created 
a council of national defense and 
has associated with that council an 
Advisory Committee of seven men 
who shall represent these same phys- 
jcoal and intellectual resources; a 
great surgeon, a great engineer; a 
great railroad man; a great manu- 
facturer; all the several kinds of 
industries in this country, at any 
rate, represented for the purpose of 
taking council with the Government 
itself in Washington as to how the 
resources of this country can be 
drawn together at all times, in times 
of peace as well‘as in times of war. 
Because, my friends, in the imme- 
diate future this country has got to 
know itself, has got to draw upon its 
resources in the most intelligent pos- 
sible way, and has got to make con- 
quest of all those mén who refuse to 
co-operate. It has got to subordi- 
nate the individual interest and the! 
individual group of interest to the 
general interest.” 


Resources Being Organized. 
The President then told in ee ictanl 


of the work being done by engineer- 
ing, medical and other scientific or- 
ganizations in organizing the re- 
sources of the nation. 

“So from every quarter, my 
friends,” he went on, “this splendid 
thing is happening, that this country 
is waking up to its unity, to the mu-

DUNNE ASKS IF 
ONEY I TOBUY 
THE GOVERNORSHIP 


Illinois Executive Tells East St. 
Louisans Why He Should Be 
‘Re-elected. 


Gov. Dunne of TiMnois last night told 
East St. Louis voters why he thought 
he should be re-elected. About 1200 per- 
sons heard his speech in the City Hall 
Auditorium, 

The main issue, he gaid, was whether 
money could buy the Governorship of 
Illinois, and in this connection he made 
a vigorous attack upon Frank O. Low- 
den, his millionaire Republican oppo- 
nent. 

He reviewed the legislative enactments 
of his administration, asserting that 
two-thirds of the measures he had rec- 
ommended were enacted by a Legisla- 
ture controlled by the opposition. Chief 
among these was the creation of the 
Public Utilities Commission, which he 
said had fixed the gas rates in 22 cities 
and the electric rates in 111 towns. 7 

One of the first duties of a new Gov- 
ernor, he said, will be to appoint a Pub- 
He Utilities Commission, having power, 
greater in some respects than that of 
the Supreme Court, over corporations. 
He wanted to know what could be ex- 
pected of one connected as Lowden is 
with big business.

“Who are Lowden’s intimates and po- 
litical associates?” he asked. ‘There

“Mr. Lowden himself is on the board 
of directors and the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Pullman Car Co., the larg- 
est public utility tn the State. On the 
board with him is J. P. Morgan; and yet 
the Republican party has the consum- 
mate nerve to offer this man as its can- 
didate for Governor.”’ 

He quoted a letter from former Gov. 
Deneen, a Republican, asking Lowden 
if he thought he eould at the same time 
serve the Pullman company and the peo- 
ple of Illinois. He quoted Frank L. 
Smith, one of Lowden’s opponents in 
the primary, as referring to Lowden’s 
intimate associates as the representa- 
tives of the Standard Oil Co., the United 
States Steel corporation, the meat-pack- 
ing interests and other big business in- 
terests. 

The three wealthy Republican can- 
didates for the nomination for Gov- 
ernor spent $2,500,900 in the primary. 
he said, quoting Fayette S. Monroe, 
candidate for the Republican nomi- 
nation for Attorney-General. 

‘I have repeatedly urged a corrupt 
practices law,” he said, “and if it had 
been: enacted we would not have had 
the shameful spectacle of these men 
bidding for the Governorship of Illi- 
nois.” 

Gov. Dunne admitted the Republican 
charge that his administration had spent 
more money than the preceding one, but 
he said all the appropriations were made 
by Legislatures which were either Re- 
publican or Progressive. He said the 
public utilities law, which he had had 
enacted, levying one mill on the dol- 
lar of stock and bonds issued by a cor- 
poration, had brought in $800,000. He said 
he spent more money for educational 
purposes, but decreased the expenditure 
for the upkeep of the State House and 
the executive offices by $102,000 under 
what it was in Deneen’s administration.

SEDALIA, Mo., Oct. 21.—Here in the 
home town of former Supreme. Judge 
Henry Lamm, Republican candidate for 
Governor, Frederick D. Gardner, Demo- 
cratic candidate for Governor, in 4 
speech this afternoon, praised Judge 
Lamm as a citizen and jurist, but as- 
sailed him severely for deserting the 
important issues of nepotism and the 
merit system in his party platform and 
for reversing himself in his demand for 
& repeal of the State primary election 
law. He also charged the Republican 
andidate with misrepresenting tne 
financial condition of the State and with 


the Garner land bank Dill. 

Although Gardner was compelled to 
speak at 1 p. m. in order to catch a 
train for St. Louis, when his meeting 
ad been advertised for 2 p. m., he was 
greeted with an audience that packed 
the large courtroom, overflowed into the 
corridors, and filled a smaller court- 
room. Several hundred who wanted to 
aear his speech were turned away. 
Gardner had to make two speeches in- 
stead of one in the hour and 30 minutes 
he had at his disposal before train time. 

Democratic leaders assured Gardner 
that although Pettis County is a nor- 
mally Republican County, he would car- 
ry it by not less than 600 over Judge 
Lamm, and that President Wilson would 
carry the county by at least 1200.

Gardner Loudly Applauded.

DIVERS WILL TRY 
TOSAVE CARGO OF 
CAPE GIRARDEAU 


Steamer Which Sank North of 
Chester, Ill., Had $30,000 
Worth of Leather on Board. 


Divers will start work tomorrow 
trying to save about $30,000 worth of 
leather, the principal cargo of the 
steamboat Cape Girardeau, which 
sank in the Mississippi at Fort Gage, 
five miles north of Chester, IL, in a 
windstorm at 1:40 yesterday morning. 

Although most of the 15 passen- 
gers were asleep in their staterooms 
when the gale drove the boat upon 
some piles; al) of them had plenty of 


time to dress and leave the vessel by. 


the landing stage. One woman coolly 
delayed her departure until she had 
completely dressed her baby, down to 
its shoes. 

The only man of the crew of 45 
who was endangered was Henry 
Wride, ship carpenter, and he was 
rescued, After the boat struck, Wride 
and a crew of men went into the 
hold to try to patch up a huge hole 
which had been torn into the hull be- 
neath the cylinder on the starboard 
side. Wride remained below until the 
water was up to his shoulders, but 
he fastened a line about him and was 
pulled to safety. 

Capt. William H. Lehye attributed 
the accident to an unexpected gust 
of wind. A gale had been blowing 
all day and Capt. Lehye refused to 
land at Fort Gage while it was at 
its height, because of the danger from 
a row of piles which had been ysed 
in railroad work. The gale died down 
and the captain thought !{t would be 
safe to make the landing, but, just 
as the boat reached a dangerous 
point the gust heeled her over. Capt. 
Leyhe tried to run her upon a sand- 
bar, but she hit the piles before she 
could get there. 

Besides the leather, which was con- 
signed to the International Shoe Co. 
factory at Cape Girardeau, the vessel 
carried’ flour and automobiles. The 
steamer is valued at $40,000, partly 
covered by insurance. A part of the 
cargo was insured by the packet com- 
pany, a part by the shippers them- 
selves and a small part was prob- 
ably uninsured. It {s believed that 
the leather can be recovered with 
only a partial loss. 

The boat was built in 1894 and was

NAVY'S SHOOTING 
BETTER THAN EVER, 
SAYS REUTERDARL 


Critic of Daniels, in ‘Fair Play” 
Letter, Denies Charge There 
Is a Decline. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—The Army 
and Navy Register of today prints 4 
letter by Henry Reuterdahl, one of 


Secretary Daniels’ most persistent crit- 
ics, to P. Finley Dunne of Collier's 
Weekly. The letter, in part, reads: 

“Your statements as to the decline of 
the navy’s shooting is all wrong. Never 
before in the history of the fleet have | 
such scores been made as last winter 
as Guantanamo. 

“The score was as follows: At 16,800 
yards, all ships, &4 per cent of hits; at 
13,000 yards, 18.5 per cent; the dread- 
noughts at 17,155 yards made § per cent; 
at 13,000 yards, 20.28 per cent of hits. 

“This long-range shooting—battle 
practice—was at the distance of the re- 
cent naval actions abroad. The score 
is, I believe, higher than ever made in 
any of these battles; for instance, in 
the Dogger Bank fight the English and 
Germans hit about 1% per cent. Sarthe 
ir. the Falkland action and my latest 
information is that in the Jutland af- 
fair the shooting was worse, less than 
% of 1 per cent of hits. 

“Now, if the Nebraska, with her old, 
short guns, made 10 per cent of hits at 
long range, this is good shooting—sev- 
eral per cent more than has mathemat- 
ically been expected. at long range, con- 
sidering the inherent errors of gun and 
powder, plus the human error of the fire 
control, pointer and trainer. There is, 
however, not a shadow of an excuse for 
the Rhode Island's poor performance. 

“I believe in pounding Josephus for 
what he has left undone, but I also 
believe {n fair play. The first part of 
this editorial is not oniy untrue in its 
statements, but ft gives an erroneous im- 
pression.

Leo Ornstein’s “Wild Men’s Dance’ Applauded 


by St. Louis Audience, While Paris and 
London Wanted to Mob Him.

H So Schumann made-his obel- 
sance on first encountering a 
composition by Chopin; and so one may 
exclaim after having passed through 
the two breathiess and for the most 
part exquisite hours of Leo Ornstein’s 
piano recital at the Sheldon Memorial 
Auditorium last night, where he gave 
a concert of his own amazing works 
and of his equally amazing interpreta- 

tions of the music of other composers. 

The audience, which nearly filled the 
auditorium and which consisted mostly 
ot professional musicians, was attract- 
ed in the first instance by the 2l-year- 
old Russian’s fame as a brilliant and 
original planist and in the second by 
the notoriety of his compositions, hailed 
as the last word in futurist music. 

In neither case were they disappoint- 
ed, for his playing of Chopin, Liszt and 
Debussy was such as to lift hardened 
p‘ano pedagogues out of their seats; and 
in his ““Anger’ and ‘“‘Wild Men’s Dance’”’ 
tis hearers were introduced to prodigies 
of sound such as were never before 
heard in a concert in this city. Neither 
were those deceived who went to see 
as well as hear, for Ornstein'’s black 
locks, falling like a bird’s wing over 


the side of his face, his lean and sal- 


low features and his wildly flashing 
eyes were all that his photographs had 
promised. 

“Anger” Tuneless but Realistic. 

In the piece, ‘‘Anger,’’ one of a suite 
called ‘““Three Moods,” there was not a 
hint of a tune or even of a melodic 
fragment; there was not a single con- 
cord; not a resolution or a definable 
modulation could be detected. By no 
stretch of the imagination could it be 


‘called music in the ordinary sense of 


the term. And yet the opinion may be 
ventured that never before have sounds 
been employed to create so close and 
realistic a copy of the emotion of an- 
yer. 

For the huge surges of passion which 
stormed up and down the keyboard ‘‘an- 
ger’ is too mild a word; it was stark, 
tuwerin graze; it was blind and terrible 
fury. The piano roared like a menag- 
erie of chafing lions, and bellowed like 
a herd of infuriated bulls. It was not 
beautiful and was not meant to be; it 
was an impressionistic painting, with 
sounds used for pigments, of the most

LONDON, Oct. 21—As I sald, we will 
confine ourselves to something quite 
sane and simple, which does not in- 
volve more than half a dozen different 
reports. 

When the German fleet ran for home 
on the night of May 81, it seems to have 
scattered, starred, I believe is the word » 
for the evolution—in a general suave 
qui peut, while the devil, lively repre- 
sented by our destroyers, took the 
hind most. 

Our flotillas were strung out far and 
wide on the job. One man compared it 
to hounds hunting half a hundred sep- 
arated foxes. I take the adventures of 
geveral couple of destroyers, who on 
the night of May 81 were nosing along 
somewhere toward the Schleswig-Hol- 
stein coast, ready to chop any Hun 
stuff coming back to earth by that par- 
ticular road. The leader of one line 
was the Gehenna and the next two ships 
astern of her were the Ebiis and Shai- 
tan, in the order given. There were 
ethers, of course, but with the excep- 
tion of one Gobelin, these don’t come 
violently into this tale. 

There had been a wonderful deal of 
promiscuous firing that evening, and 
actions were going on all around. To- 
ward midnight our destroyers were 
overtaken by several three and four 
funnel German ships, cruisers they 
thought, hurrying home. At this stage 
of the game anybody might have been 
anybody, pursuer or pursued. 

The Germans took no chances, but 
ewitched on their searchlights and 
opened fire on the Gehenna. Her acting 
sub-Lieutenant reports: 

“A galvo put us forward. I opened 
fire with the after guns, A shell then 
struck us in a steam pipe and I could 
see nothing but steam, but both star- 
board torpedo tubes were fired. 

“The Eblis, the Gehenna’s next 
astern, at once fired a torpedo at the 
second ship in the German line, a four- 
funneled cruiser, and hit her between 
the second funnel and the mainmast, 
when she appeared to catch fire fore 
and aft, simultaneously heeled right 
over to starboard and undoubtedly sank. 

“The Eblis loosed off a second tor- 
pedo and turned aside to reload, firing 
at the same time to distract the enemy’s 
attention from the Gehenna, who was 
now ablaze fore and aft.” 


Nearly All Amidships Killed. 


The Gehenna’s acting sub-Lieutenant, 
the only executive officer who survived, 
Says that-by the time the steam from 
the broken pipe cleared, he found the 
Gehenns. stopped, nearly everybody 
amidships killed or wounded, the cart-

one after gnother as the fire took hold, 
and the enemy not to be seen. Three 
minutes or less did all that damage. 

The Ebljis had nearly finished reload- 
ing when a shot struck the davit that 
was swinging her last torpedo into the 
tube and wounded all hands concerned. 
Thereupon she dropped torpedo work, 
fired at an enemy searchlight which 
winked and went out, and was closing 
in to help the Gehenna when she found 
herself under the noses of a couple of 
enemy cruisers, 

“The nearer one,” she says, “altered 
its course to ram me, apparently’’—the 
senior service (the British navy is the 
senior service) writes in a curiously 
lawyer-like fashion, but there is no de- 
nying that they act quite directly—‘‘i, 
therefore, put my helm hard aport and 
the two ships met and rammed each 
other, port bow to port bow.” 

There could have been no time to 
thi and for the Eblis commander on 
the Bridge no time to gather informa- 
tion, but he had observant subordinates, 
and he writes—and I would humbly sug- 
gest that the words be made the ship’s 
motto forevermore—he writes: 

“Those aft noted that the enemy cruis- 
er had certain marks on her funnel and 
certain arrangements of derricks on 
each Bide which quite apart from the 
evidence she left behind her, betrayed 
her class as the EXblis and she met. 

Says the Eblis: “I consider I must 
have considerably damaged this cruiser, 
as 20 feet of her side plating was left in 
my forecastle.” Twenty feet of swaged 
rivets and slinging steel razoring and 
reaping about in the dark on a fo’cstle 
that had collapsed like a concertina.” 


Like Man With Throat Cut. 


It was very fair plating, too. There 
was a side with scuttle holes in it that 
Wwe passengers would call portholes, but 
it might have been better, for the Eb- 
lis reports sorrowfully: 

“By the thickness of the coats of 
paint (duly given in thirty-seconds of 
an inch) she would not apear to have 
been a very new ship.” 

New or old, the enemy had done her 
best. She had completely demolished 
the Eblis’ bridge and searchlight plat- 
form, brought down the mast and fore 
funnel, ruined the whaler and dinghy, 
split the forecastle open above water 
from stem to galley, which is abaft the 
bridge, and below water had opened up 
from the stem to the second bulkhead. 

She had further ripped off the Eblis’ 

skin plating for an amazing number of 
yards on one side of her, and had fired 
a couple of large caliber shells into 
the Eblis at point-blank range, narrow- 
ly missing her vitals. 
Even so, the Eblis is impartial as a 
prize court. She reports that the sec- 
ond shot, a trifle of eight inches, “may 
have been fired at a different time or 
just after colliding.” 

But the night was yet young, and 
“Just after getting clear of this cruiser, 
an enemy battle cruiser grazed past our 
stern at high speed’’"—and again the 
judgmatic mind—‘TI think she must have 
intended to ram us,” 

She was a large three-funneled thing, 
her center funnel shot away, and “lights 
were flickering under her forecastle as 
if she was on fire forward.” Fancy the 
vision of her, hurtling out of the dark, 
red-lighted from within and fleeing on 
like a man with his throat cut. 

As an interlude, all the enemy cruisers 
that night were not keen on ramming. 
They wanted to get home. A man I 
know, who was on another part of the 


destroyers, and had just settled himself 
for a shet at one of them, when the 
night threw up a second bird coming 
éown fu!l speed on his othe? beam. 


Burial of Ships at Sea. 

Be had barely time to jink between 
the two as they whizzed past. One 
switched on her searchlight and fired a 
whole salvo at him point blank. The 
‘heavy stuff went between his funnels. 
She must have sighted along her own 
beam of light which was about a thou- 
sand yards, 

“How did you feel?’ I asked 

“T was rather sick; it was my best 
chance all that night, and I had to miss 
it or be cut In two.” 

“What happened tothe cruisers?” 

“Oh, they went on and I heard ‘em 
being attended to by some of our fel- 
lows. They didn’t know what they were 
doing, or they couldn’t have missed me, 
sitting the way they did." 

After all the Eblis picked herself up 
and discovered that she was still alive, 
with a dog’s chance of getting to port, 
but she did not bank on it. That 
grind and slam had wrecked the bridge 
pinning the commander under the wreck- 
age. By the time he had extricated 
himeelf he “oonsidered it advisable to 
throw overboard the steel chest and 
dispatch box of confidential and secret 
books." 

These are never allowed to fall into 
strange hands, and their proper dis- 
posal is the last step but one in the 
ritual of the burial service of His 
Majesty's ships at sea. The Gehenna, 
afire and sinking out somewhere in the 


dark, was going through it on her own

Lieutenant gave 
the order ‘Everybody for themselves.’ 
The ship sank in about a minute, the 
stern going straight up into the air.” 


Compendium of Goodly Deeds. 


But it was not written in the book 
of fate that the stripped and battered 
Eblis should die that night, as the 
Gehenna died. After the burial of the 
books it was found that the several 
fires on her were manageable, that she 
‘was not making water aft of the dam- 
age” which meant two-thirds of her 
were more’or less in commission, and, 
best of all, the three boilers were usable 
in spite of the cruiser’s shell. 

So she “‘shaped a course and speed to 
make the least water and most progress 
toward land.”’ 

On the way back the wind shifted 
eight “points without warning. It was 
this shift, if you remember, that so 
embarrassed the cripple and paralytic 
on their homeward crawl and what with 
one thing and another the Eblis was 
unable to make port until the scan- 
dalously late hour of noon on June 2, 
“the mutual ramming having occurred 
about 11:40 p. m. on the thirty-first of 
May.”’ 

She says, this time without any legal 
reservation whatever: “I cannot speak 
to highly of the courage and discip- 
line of the ship's company,” her recom- 
mendations are a compendium of good- 
ly deeds for the use of mariners, They 
cover pretty much all that one may 
be expected to do, 


There was as there always is a First 
Lieutenant, who, while his commander 
was being extricated from the bridge 
wreckage, took charge of affairs and 
steered the ship, first from the engine 
room, or what remaineé of it, and later 
from aft and otherwise maneuvered as 
requisite among the doubtful bulkheads. 


In his leisure ne “improvised a means 
of signaling.” ‘And if there be not one 
joyous story behind that smooth sen- 
tence I ama Hun. All improvised, like 
the masters of their craft they were. 
The chief engine room officer, after he 
had helped put out the fires, improvised 
stops to the gaps which were left by the 
carrying away of the forward funnel 
and mast. 

He got and kept up steam “‘to a much 
higher point than world have appeared 
at all possible,”’ and when the sea rose, 
as it always does if you are in trouble, 
“he improvised pumping and drainage 
arrangements, thus allowing the ship to 
steam at a good speed on the whole.’”’ 


There could not have been more than 40 
feet of her whole. 

The surgeon, a probationer, worked 
single-handed in the wreckage by the 
bridge, and by his “wonderful skill and 
resource and unceasing care and devo- 
tion undoubtedly saved the lives of the 
many seriously wounded men.” 

That no horror might be lacking, there 
was a “short circuit among the bridge 
wreckage for a considerable time’’—the 
searchlight and wireless were tanglei 
up together and the electricity leaked 
into everything. 

There were also three wise men who! 
saved the ship, whose names must not 
be forgotten. They were Chief Engine 
Room Artificer Lea, Stoker Petty Offi- 
cer Gardiner and Stoker Elvine. 


Two Destoyers Locked. 


When the funnel carried away it was 
touch and go whether the foremost boil- 
er would not explode. These three ‘put 
on respirators and kept the fans going 
till all fumes were cleared away.” 

To each man, you will observe, his 
own particular hell, which he entered of 
his own particular initiative. 

Lastly, there were the two remaining 
quartermasters, mutinous dogs, both of 
‘em, one wounded in the right hand and 
the other in the left, who took the 
wheel between them all the way home, 
thus improvising one complete navy pat- 
tern quartermaster, and ‘“‘refused to be 
relieved during the whole 36 hours be- 
fore the ship returned to port.” 

So the Eblis passes out of the picture 
‘with never a moan or complaint from 
a single wounded man, and in spite of 
the rough weather of June 1, they 211 
remained cheery.”’ They had one Hun 
cruiser torpedoed to their credit, and 
strong evidence aboard that they had 
knocked the end out of another, but 
the Gehenna went down, and those of 
her crew who remained hung onto the 
rafts that destroyers carry till they were 
picked up. 

They were picked up about dawn by 
the Shaitan, the third in the line, who 
at that hour was in no shape to give 
much help. Here is the Shaitan’s tale: 
She saw the unknown cruisers overtake 
the flotilla; saw their leader switch on 
searchlights and open fire as she drew 
abreast of the Gehenna, and at once 
fired a torpedo at the third German ship. 
The Shaitan could not see the Eblis, 
her next ahead, for as we know the 
Eblis, after firing her torpedoes had 
hauled off to reload when the enemy 
switched his searchlights off. The 
Shaitan hauled out, too. It is not 
wholesome for destroyers to keep on 


the same course within a thousand 
yards of big enemy cruisers. 

She picked up a destroyer of another 
division, the Goblin, who for the mo- 
ment had not been caught by the en- 


‘emy’s searchlights, and had profited by 


this direst obscurity to fire a torpedo at 
the headmost of the cruisers. 

Almost as the Shaitan took station 
behind the Goblin the latter was light- 
ed up by a large ship and heavily fired 
at. The enemy fled, but she left the 
Goblin out of control, with a grisly list 
of casualties and her helm jammed. 

The Goblin swerved, returned and 
swerved again. The Shaitan astern 
tried to clear her, and the two fell 
aboard each other, the Goblin’s boats 
deep in the Shaitans’ forebridge. While 
they hung, thus locked, an unknown 
destroyer rammed the Shaitan aff, cut- 
ting off several feet of her stern and 
leaving her rudder jammed hard over— 
as complete a mess as the personal 
devil himself could have devised, and 
all due to the merest accident of a few 
panicky salvoes. 


Forced to Sink Shaitan. 


Presently the two ships worked clear 
in a smother of steam and oil and went 
their several ways. Quite awhile after 
she had parted from the Shaitan the 
Goblin discovered several of the Shai- 
tan’s people, some of them wounded, 
on her own forécastle, where they had 
been pitched by the collision, 

The Goblin, working her way home- 
ward on such boilers as remained, car- 
ried on a one-gun fight at a few cables 
distance with some enemy destroyers, 
who, not knowing what state she was 
in, sheerd off after a few rounds. 

The Shaitan rolled forward and 
opened up aft; came across the surviv- 
ers from the Gehenna clinging to their 
raft, and took them aboard. Then some 
of our destroyers—they were thick on 
the sea that night—tried to tow her, 
stern first, for the Goblin had cut her 
up badly forward, but since the Shaitan 
lacked any steam and her rudder was 
jammed hard across where the stera 
sould have been, the hawsers parted 
end after leave asked of lawful author- 
ity across all that waste of waters, they 
sank the Shaitan by gunfire, having 
just taken all proper steps about the 
confidential books. 

Yet the Shaitan had had her Iittle 
crumb of comfort, for while she lay 
crippled she saw, quite close to her, a 
German cruiser that was trailing home- 
ward in the dawn gradually keel over 
and sink. 

This completes my version of the va- 


rious accounts of four destroyers di- 


rectly concerned for a few hours on 
one minute sections of one wing of ou- 
battle. Other ships witnessed other as- 
pects of their agony and duly noted 
them as they went about their business 

One of our battleships, for instance, 
made out by the glare of the burning 
Gehenna, that the supposed cruiser that 
the Eblis torpedoed was a German bat 
tleship of a certain class. So the Ge- 
henna did not die in vain, and we may 
take it that the discovery did not un- 
duly depress the Eblis wounded in the 
hospital. 


Hornets’ Nest for Foe. 


The rest of the flotilla that the four 

destroyers belonged to had their own 
adventures later. One of them, chasing 
or being chased, saw the Goblin out of 
control just before the Goblin and s5hal- 
tan locked and narrowly escaped adding 
herself to that triple coilision. 
(| Another loosed a couple of torpedoes 
at enemy ships who were attacking the 
Gehenna, which perhaps accounts for 
the anxiety of the enemy to break 
away from that hornet’s nest as soon 
as possible. 

Half a dozen or so of them ran into 
four German battleships, which they set 
about torpedoing at ranges varying 
from half a mile to a mile and a half. 
They were asking for trouble and they 
got. it, but they had in return at least 
one big ship and the same observant 
battleship of ours.who identified the 
Eblis’ bird, reported three satisfactory 
explosions in half an hour, followed by 
a glare that lit up all the sky. 

“One of the flotilla, closing tn what 
she thought was the smoke of a sister 
in difficulties, found herself among four 
battleships. 

‘It was too late to get away, she said, 
so she attacked, fired her torpedoes, was 
caught up in the glare of a couple of 
searchlights and pounded to pieces in 
five minutes, not even her rafts being 
left. * She went down with her colors 
flying, having fought the last available 
gun, 

Another destroyer who had borne a 
hand in the Gehenna’s trouble had her 
try at the four battleships and got in 
a torpedo at 800 yards. She saw it ex- 
plode and a ship take a heavy list, 
then it was chased, which is not sur- 


prising. 

She picked up a friend who could only 
do 20 knots. They sighted several Hun 
destroyers, who fled from them, then 
dropped onto four Hun destroyers all 
together, who made a great parade of 


commencing action, but soon afterward | 


“thought better of it and turned away.” 

So you see in that flotilla alone there 
was ever variety of fight, from ordered 
attacks of squadrons under control of a 
single ship to affairs every turn of 
v-hich depended on the second's decision 
ef the men concerned; endurance to the 
hopeless end, bluff and cunning, reck- 
less advance and red-hot fight, clear 
vision and as much of biank bewilder- 
ment as the senior service permits its 
children to indulge in, and that is not 
much, 


When a destroyer who has been dodg- 
ing enemy torpedoes and gunfire in the 
dark realizes about midnight that sho 
is following a strange British flotilla, 
having lost sight of her own, “‘she de- 
cides to remain with them’’ and shares 
ineir fortunes and whatever languags 
is going. If lost houtr.ds could speak 
when they cast up the next day after 
an unchucked night among the wiid 
life of the dark, they would talk much 
as our destroyers do.

OPTIONAL BOOK OF 
PRAYER ADVOCATED 
FOR EPISCOPALIANS 


Memorial for ‘‘Revision and En- 
richment” to Be Discussed 
Is Far-Reaching. 


A memorial to the Protestant Eipisce- 
pal general convention, calling for a 
radical revision of the Book of Common 
Prayer, will be presented at one of the 
Sessions of the convention in Moolah 
Temple this week, probably Tuesday. It 
is expected to cause a memorable de- 
bate, as it is supported by some of the 
most able speakers among the members 
of the convention. 

The convention fs scheduled to a@journ 
Friday afternoon, and night sessions 
will be held, beginning tomorrow. 

The convention gave a large part of its 
tine last week to discussion of a com- 
mission’s propokals for “revision and en- 
richment” of the prayer book. The. 
changes asked in the memortal are much 
more far-reaching than those which 
have been under 4iscussion. Most of. 
the signers of the memorial, tn fact, ad- 
vocate the preparation of a new prayer 
book and the adoption of a rule making 
the use of the prayer book optional 
with each congregation. 

Change Must Wait. 

The changes proposed in the memorial 
cannot be considered in concrete form 
until the general convention of 1919, 
which, it was determined yesterday, is | 
to meet in Detroit. The discussion of 
the memorial, therefore, will relate to 
its general statements as to the need for 
a new prayer book. 

It is charged in the memorial that, 
when the last convention provided that 
“the revision and enrichment of the 
prayer book shall not include any 
ehange of doctrine,’’ any real enrich- 
ment and genuine revision were thereby 
precluded. It is declared that there has 
been no fundamental revision of this 
book since the Reformation. 

New movements in the church since 
tha Reformation, which, it is argued, 


are grouped under five heads, namely: 

1. The missionary movement, which 
has become recognized as the chief 
work of the church, and which has| 
taught the church “that other reli-'! 
gions have much to contribute to, 
spiritual humanity, and that non-' 
Christian nations, as well as Chris- 
tians, are to bring their glory into 
the City of God.” The idea that on’ 
“the elect” are to be saved, whi. 
appears in some phrases of the pray- 
er book, is declared to have given 
way to “the inspiring conviction that. 
it is humanity ftself, not a section of * 
it or a selection out of it, that Christ ; 
has redeemed.” 

2. The social movement, which re-' 
quires. “prayers which declare that 
the Kingdom of God has already 
come; that it is on earth, growing 
like a seed, acting as leaven; and 
that it will come on the earth in 
perfect splendor when man’s will 
and purpose become one with the 
Father's.” Not only are new prayers 
needed in this connection, it {s urged, 
but “provision should be made at the 
proper psychological points in the 
service for spontaneous utterances.” 
This would be an innovation in most 
Episcopal churches, which adhere. 
closely to the printed prayers. 

Modern Scholarship Movement, 

8. The movement of modern echol- | 
arship. This movement, {ft is de- 
clared, has shown that the quotations 
from the Book of Job, now used in 
the opening sentences of the burial 
office, are misquotations and are mis- 
leading. Scholarship has also shown, 
it is argued, that St. Paul, In speak- 
ing of baptism, di@ not mean that 
children by the ceremony of baptism, 
were made the children of God but 
only that they were acknoweldged 
as the children of God. “These mis- | 
conceptions,” it is urged, “should be | 
eliminated from catechism and bap- | 
tismal office.” 

4. The apprectation of the beauty ' 
and joy of creation, as differing from ' 
the prayer book declarations that all | 
are “miserable offenders” and that | 
children are “conceived and born in: 
sin.” This tone of the liturgy, it is! 
held, is partly responsible for the/|f 
“exodus of members into forms of 
mind-cure religion.” Some physicians 
and nurses, it is added, “exclude the 
clergyman from the sick room on the | 
ground that his words and presence 
do not make for health and hope. 
“And are not they justified,” it is 
asked, “at least In the case of those 
clergymen whose utterances and man- 
ners convey the idea that every siock- 
ness is God’s visitation?” 


Use of Prayers Optional. 
5. The recognition of the principle 


of “unity with variety,” rather than 
uniformity, in iiturgy. Therefore, it 
is recommended that the use of the 
prayer. book be made optional with 
individual congregations, In the vast 
majority of parishes, it fs declared, 
the book would continue to be used 
as now.

Boston Herald Asserts Cleveland Did 
Not Make Original Draft of 
Famous Documen 
BOSTON, Oct. 2%1.—The BoSton Her- 
ald prints the following from its Wash- 

ington correspondent: 

“The dispute started by Collifer’s 
Weekly as to the authorship of Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s famous Venezuela 
message is definitely settled. 
“Richard Olney of Boston, then Cleve- 
land’s Secretary of State, wrote the 
original draft of that message at Mr. 
Cleveland’s own request, while the lat- 
ter was absent from Washington. The 
Herald correspondent has seen a copy 
of Mr. Olney’s original draft, correc- 
tions in both Mr. Olney’s and President 
Cleveland’s handwriting, proving be- 
yond possible doubt that Mr. Cleveland 
knew of the draft and had it in his 
possession before sending the final mes- 
sage to Congress. 

‘‘Collier’s infers that the United States 
owes solely to Cleveland the abrupt ac- 
quiescence of England in our demands. 
How far this comes from the truth can 
be judged from a comparison of Mr. 
Olney’s original draft with the message 
as it finally reached Congress. Though 
the order of the wording is changed in 
places, the essential substance is the 
same, and perhaps a shade more em- 
phatic in Mr. Olney’s draft.”

Constitution In Discussed. 

All yesterday afternoon’s session was 
devoted to discussion of an amendment 
to the constitution for proportional rep- 
resentation in the House of Deputies. 
It is proposed to elect representatives to 
general conventions on the basis of the 
population of the dioceses, no diocese to 
have less than three laymen and three 
clergymen, and none to have more than 
six of each. The present law gives a 
representation of four laymen dn@ four 
clergymen, without exception, to all dio- 
ceses. The matter was put over to 
Monday. 

The United States, as a combination of 
sovereign States whose disputes are set- 
tled by an interstate Supreme Court, its 
opinion being enforced by opinion of the 
whole community and not by martial 
strength, was advanced as a model or- 
ganization for peace, in a report made 
yesterday in the House of Deputies, 
which was appointed to draft a plan 
for presentation to the House of Bish- 
ops to secure an expression on world 
confusion from that body. In a resolu- 
tion, the committee set forth that the 
republics of the western hemisphere can 
so organize as to minimize war and in- 
fluence a similar organization of Euro- 
pean countries. 

As a means to this end, the commit- 
tee suggested that teachers of the 
church and state advance this obiective 
ty attuning the minds of the youth to- 
wards accepting the authority of the 
larger community of the family of all 
American republics, whereby interna- 
tional disputes may be repressed In this 
hemisphere and throughout the world.

ROFESSOR MIKE MOONDY, 
P recently appointed instructor 


Athletic Association already has a 
class of 22, ranging in ages from 20 
to 40. Some of these men are old- 
time pupils of Mooney and know 
considerable about boxing but they 
continue to take their lessons regu- 
larly for the exercise it affords and 
because of their affection for the 


professor. 

Mooney is the most successful teach- 
er of boxing here eince the days of 
Prof. Charles Newton at the Missouri 


Gymnasium, which was located on 
St. Charles street. Wher that organi- 
zation passed out of existence Mooney 
purchased some of its equipment and 
established the Business Men’s Gym- 
nasium in the Fagin Building, 810 
Olive gtreet. This wulleins is now 
being razed to make way for a mod- 
ern office structure. 

Many members of the Missouri 
Gymnasium followed Mooney to the 
new location and became members 
of his “health resort,” as some of 
them referred to it, and became so 
much attached to it and their genial 
professor that they took as much 
pride in keeping it going as did Moo- 
ney himself. Among these were such 
men as P. Chouteau Maffitt, Charlies 
Maffitt, Tom Maffitt, Daniel G, Tay- 
lor, Dr. Max Starkloff, LL E, Ander- 
son, Preston Gibson, George P. Jones, 
Festus Wade, Clark street, Tom 
Cannon, Joe Stewart, George Schae- 
fer and Frank Hickman. ey were 
all business men and every one of 
them took some pride in their abil- 
ity as amateur boxers. 


When Fitz Was a Visitor. 
OONEY recalls some amusing 
things that happened as a re- 
sult of the interest taken in boxing 


by some of his patrons, beginning 
with a visit to this city of Robert 
Fitzsimmons, a famous Australian 
boxer who had won the middleweight 
championship from Jack Dempsey 
and afterwards became the light and 
heavyweight champion of the world, 

Fitzsimmons came here to fill a 
theatrical engagement and during 
that week kept himself in condition 
by onapeene & Mooney’s gymnasium, 
One day itzsimmons approached 
Mooney with the proposition that they 
puto the gloves and spar a bit. 
‘And then,” said Fitzsimmons, “after 
we have boxed a couple of rounds [ 
am going to land my right on your 
jaw and make it look as if I had put 
all my bday behind it, and you 
must pretend to be knocked out.’ 

Several dozen persons were standing 
about gazing with wonder at Fitzsim- 
mons, and Mooney saw the chance for 
a good joke. In due course of time the 
prearranged knockout took place, and 
everybody became excited. Someone 
sent downstairs for a doctor, for Mooney 
had the appearance of a dying man, 
while others beat a hasty retreat for 
fear they would be arrested for being 
present at the killing. Others locked the 
doors to keep Fitzsimmons from escap- 
ing, and Herbert Young, managing - 
itor of the Chronicle, took it upon him- 
self to berate Fitzsimmons with every 
conceivable epithet he could think of 
for having taken such a mean advan- 
tage of a much smaller man. And it 
is a matter ‘of knowledge that Young 
never afterwards was convinced that 
the knockout was faked. 


Mooney Revived in a Hurry. 
While all this was going on, Mooney 

lay with eyes closed and scarcely 

breathing. The doctor seerned very slow 


in coming, and finally someone sug- 
ested that water be thrown over 
ooney in an effort to revive him. No 
sooner suggested than acted upon, and 
soon two of the members started for 
the scene with a bucket of ice water 
drawn from the cooler. Through half- 
closed eyelids mgpntens > could see them 
coming, and he concluded that it was 
time for him to revive on his own ac- 
count and not wait for the ice water 
that he knew would chill him to the 
bone. It was some time, however, be- 
he crowd that 

it was all a joke. 


Lost His Head—and His Hat.

But the “Frame-ups” Were All 


Due to Veteran St. Louis 
Boxing Teacher’s Love of 


His Pupils. 
By Harry S. Sharpe. 
ROFESSOR MIKH MOONBEY, 
P recently appointed instructor 
of boxing at the Missouri 
Athletic Association already has a 
class of 22, ranging in ages from 20 
to 40. Some of these men are old- 
time pupils of Mooney and know 
considerable about boxing but they 
continue to take their lessons regu- 
larly for the exercise it affords and 
because of their affection for the 


professor. 

Mooney is the most successful teach- 
er of boxing here eince the days of 
Prof. Charles Newton at the Missouri 


Gymnasium, which was located on 
St. Charles street. When that organi- 
zation passed out of existence Mooney 
purchased some of its equipment and 
established the Business en's 
nasium in the Fagin Building, 
Olive gtreet. This building is now 
being rased to make way for a mod- 
ern office structure. 

Many members of the Missouri 
Gymnasium followed Mooney to the 
new location and became members 
of his “health resort,” as some of 
them referred to it, and became s0 
much attached to it and their genial 
professor that they took as much 
pride in keeping it going as did Moo- 
ney himself. Among these were such 
men as P. Chouteau Maffitt, Charles 
Maffitt, Tom Maffitt, Daniel G, Tay- 
lor, Dr. Max Starkloff, LL. BE. Ander- 
son, Preston Gibson, George P. Jones, 
Festus Wade, J. Clark street, Tom 
Cannon, Joe Stewart, George &chae- 
fer and Frank Hickman. ey were 
all business men and every one of 
them took some pride in their abil- 
ity as amateur boxers. 


When Fitz Was a Visitor. 


OONEY recalls some amusing 
things that happened as a re- 
sult of the interest taken in boxing 
by some of his trons, beginning 
with a visit to this city of Robert 
Fitzsimmons, a famous Australian 
boxer who had won the middleweight 
championship from Jack Dempsey 
and afterwards became the light and 
heavyweight champion of the world. 
Fitzsimmons came here to fill a 
theatrical engagement and during 
that week kept himself in condition 
by exercising at Mooney’s gymnasium, 
One day itzsimmons approached 
Mooney with the proposition that they 
put on the gloves and spar a bit. 
‘And then,” said Fitzsimmons, “after 
we have boxed a couple of rounds I 
am going to land my right on your 
jaw and make it look as if I had put 
all my bey gh behind it, and you 
must pretend to be knocked out.’ 
Several dozen persons were standing 
about gazing with wonder at Fitzsim- 
mons, and Mooney saw the chance for 
a good joke. In due course of time the 
prearranged knockout took place, and 
everybody became excited. Someone 
sent downstairs for a doctor, for Mooney 
had the appearance of a dying man, 
while others beat a hasty retreat for 
fear they would be arrested for being 
present at the killing. Others locked the 
doors to keep Fitzsimmons from escap- 
ing, and Herbert Young, managing 
itor of the Chronicle, took it upon him- 
self to berate Fitzsimmons with every 
conceivable epithet he could think of 
for having taken such a mean advan- 
tage of a much smaller man. And it 
is a matter of knowledge that Young 
never afterwards was convinced that 
the knockout was faked. 
Mooney Revived in a Hurry. 
While all this was going on, Mooney 
lay with eyes closed and scarcely 
breathing. The doctor seemed very slow 
in coming, and finally someone sug- 
ested that water be thrown over 
ooney in an effort to revive him. No 
sooner suggested than acted upon, and 
soon two of the members started for 
the scene with a bucket of ice water 
drawn from the cooler. Through half- 
closed eyelids goes 3 could see them 
coming, and he concluded that it was 
time for him to revive on his own ac- 
count and not wait for the ice water 
that he knew would chill him to the 
bone. It was some time, however, be- 


‘| fore he could convince the crowd that 


it was all a joke. 
Lost His Head—and His Hat. 
URING that same week Tom Can- 
non, an attorney-at-law and very 
well known around town as a clev~- 
er boxer, was invited by Fitzsimmons

Cannon accepted the invitation, 
but he was a very nervous man, and it 
is probable the excitement did not leave 
him for quite a while after his setto 
with Fitzsimmons, because one of his 
friends met him on the street shortly 
afterwards and asked him where his 
hat was. Cannon felt for it on his 
head, but it wasn’t there.

Commerce Commission Orders 
More Hearings in Transcon- 
tinental Dispute. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—The so- 
@alled trans-continental railroad rate 
ease, involving rates on a vast traf- 
fic in commodities between the Pa- 
eific Coast and the East, was ordered 
reopened today by the Interstate 


Commerce Commission. 

The commission assigned hearings 
on proposed rates at Chicago, Nov. 
20; Salt Lake City, Nov. 96; San Fran- 
qa eee 


‘eisco, Dec. 4; Portland, Ore., Dec. 11, 
and Spokane, Dec. 14. 

The case, one of the most nage 
on the commission’s docket, has 
volved in its various angles many x 
cisions in past years and grows out 
of the old so-called Spokane case. The 
main issue involved is the long and 
short haul provision of the interstate 
commerce law. Traffic in both direc- 
tions between the two coasts is ef- 
fected, including most commodities, 
but not the big traffic in citrus fruits, 
which moves under blanket rate ar- 
rangement. 

The commission's decisions directs 
that the fourth section applications 
(for exception from the long and 
short haul clause requirements) re- 
specting rates on commodities from 
eastern territories to Pacific Coast 
terminal and intermediate points and 
the applications respecting rates on 
barley, beans, canned goods, asphal- 
tum, dried fruits and wine from Cal- 
ifornia ports by rail and water 
through Galveston to Atlantic sea- 
board points be reopened for further 
hearing respecting changed conditions 
that are alleged to justify other and 
different orders than those already 
entered by the commission.

--/FRENCH FORCIBLY 
| SEIZE TERRITORY 
ATTIENTSIN, CHINA 


Legation, Replying to Protest, 
Assumes Responsibility for 
Violence. 


PEKIN, Oct. 21.—A square mile of ter- 
ritory adjoining the French concessions 
at Tien-Tsin, has been forcibly seized by 
the French Consul with the assistance 
of troops. The Chinese police were ar- 
rested and Frenchmen substituted for 
them. Replying to a protest from the 
Chinese Foreign Office, the French lega- 
tion at Pekin replied it assumed the re- 
sponsibility for violence that might re- 
sult from the action. 

The district occupied by the French is 
thickly populated and the Chinese are 
threatened violence as they have stub- 
bornly resisted for many years annex- 
ation to the French concession and in its 
protest to the French legation the For- 
eign Offices gave warning that it would 
not be responsible if violence resulted. 

The Chinese press is violently assaliling 
the action of the French, declaring it 
“surpasses Japanese tactics and is actual 
warfare against defenseless China.” 


Tientsin is the port of Pekin and 
has a population of 750,000. The French 
concession in Tientsin is situated on 
the eastern bank of the Hai-Ho, and 
prior to its present extension was about 
one and a half miles long by a half 
mile wide. South of the French con- 
cession lies the 
while to the north are the Italian and 
Japanese settlements. 

In 1901, following the Boxer uprising, 
Russia, Belgium, Italy and Austria- 
Hungary all appropriated large areas on 
the left bank of the Hai-Ho for future 
settlements, while the British, French 
and Russian concessions extended their 
boundaries very considerably. 

The territory that has been taken by 
the French was the sole remaining dis- 
trict in the foreign concession inhab- 
ited by natives and its seizure by the 
French probably means that the Chi- 
nese section will be entirely eliminated 
from the foreign area.

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ROOSEVELT 
WOULD HAVE DONE 
REGARDING HUERTA 


Says He Would Have Warned 
Him and Other Leaders to 
Protect Americans. 


PHOENIX, Ariz, Oct. 21.—Theodore 
Roosevelt, in’ the course of an address 
here today ,which he devoted to an at- 
tack upon President Wilson’s Mexican 
policsy, told what he would have done 
had he been in the President’s place 
when Huerta came into the provision- 
al presidency of Mexico, It would have 
been defensible to recognize Huerta, he 
said, in view of the fact, that other 
great Powers had recognized him, after 
which he ghould have been held to strict 
responsibility for restoring order in 
Mexico and protecting Amreican life and 
property, but personally, Col. Rooseveli 
eaid, he thought it would have been 
better to do what Mr. Wilson said: he 
would do, but did not do.” He quoted 
from a& message of the President -% 
Congress on Aug. 27, 1913, as follows: 

“We should let everyone who as- 


‘| ®umes to exercise authority in any part 


of Mexico know in the most unequivo- 
cal way that we shal) vigilantly watch 
the fortunes of those Americans who 
cannot get away, and shall hold those 
responsible for their sufferings and 
losses to a definite reckoning. This can 
be and will be put beyond the possi- 
bility of a misunderstanding.” 

“On the same day,” Roosevelt said, 
“he sent to the American Consul Gen- 
eral and Consular Agents in Mexico, 
two telegrams instructing them ‘to no- 
tify all officials, military or civil, ex- 
ercising authority, that they would be 
held strictly responsible for any harm 
done to Americans or for injury te 
their property.’ These were fine words. 
Excellent words! They were as good as 
the words in the Democratic platform, 
four years ago and now, to the effect 
that all American citizens, at home and 
abroad, must be protected in their 
rights, and no wrongs permitted against 
their persons or property. The trouble 
is that neither the promises and men- 
aces of President Wilson, nor the 
pledges in the Democratic platform. 
were worth the paper on which they 
were written, nor the breath expended 
in uttering them.,’”* 

Talks of Possible intends 

“Mr. Wilson’s notice was explicit and 
emphatic. If he had meant what he said, 
and if he had possessed the smallest 
fraction of the resolution and courage 
of such a Democratic President as An- 
drew Jackson, he would have lived up 
to this notice. He would have acted at 
once against every leader, whether 
Huerta, Villa or Carranza, or anyone 
else who permitted injury to American 
life and property, or who failed to pre- 
vent it; and, if necessary, he would have 
sent some such man as Gen. Leonard 
Wood into the country to behave pre- 
cisely as we behaved in Cuba, to re- 
habilitate Mexico and to restore her to 
her people just as we did in the case of 
Cuba, when order and civilization again 
obtained in the country. Instead of do- 
ing this, President Wilson stood idly by 
while hundreds of American were mur- 
dered. 

“He has not protected American lives 
and American property. All that he has 
done has been from time to time to help 
one bandit leader against some other 
bandit leader. * * * 


“We have it on the authority of Mr. 
Wilson's friend and champion, Senator 
Lewis of Illinois, that Mr. Wilson actu- 
ally intended to recognize Villa, the 
murderer, raider and robber, as Presi- 
dent, but was afraid to do so because 
of the Republican opposition.” 

Roosevelt devoted his entire address 
to an attack upon the President’s Mex- 
tcan policy, 

‘‘What has happened to our people in 
Mexico and here along the border,’’ he 
said in beginning, ‘offers the clearest 
possible illustration of what happens 
to any nation whose government be- 
haves with the vacillation and timidity 
shown by Mr. Wilson in our foreign 
affairs wherever he has had to deal 
with any foe of whom he was in the 
slightest degree afraid.” 

Foreigners Killed in Mexico. 

He presented figures which he said 
were substantially accurate showing 
that since the revolution began in Mex- 
ico there had been killed there over 
200 Chinense, over 500 Americans and 
at least 200 Spaniards, but not one Ger- 
man nor one Japanese, and only one 
Englishman and two Frenchmen. This, 
he said, was because Mexico fears and 
respects Germany, England, Japan and 
France, but neither fears nor respects 
the United States nor China, and does 
not believe that Spain at the moment 
can act against her. 

The natural effect of the policy of the 
United States, he said, has been that 
it is no longer safe for foreign compa- 
nies in Mexico to have American em- 
ployes or to be operated under an Amer- 
ican name. 

What the President's motives are, Col. 
Roosevelt said, is hard to guess, but he 
declared that according to press re- 
ports not a few of Mr. Wilson's sup- 
porters take the ground that he is in- 
fluenced by downright fear. He said 
Frank B. Vrooman, Democratic Nation- 
al Committeeman from Colorado, had 
been quoted in August as having said 
that “President Wilson wisely avoided 
war with Mexico because there are 400,- 
000 Japanese soldiers in Mexico, and 
because both Germany and Japan are 
planning to overthrow the Monroe doc- 
trine, and therefore war with Mexico 
would mean war with both these coun- 
tries." He said Vice President Mar- 
shall had been quoted recently as say- 
ing that for us to take action in Mex- 
ico would be “to make war on Ber. 
lin.” 

“I have seen no denial of these state- 
ments,” Roosevelt said. “In other 
words, these champions of Mr. Wilson 
justify his conduct on the ground that 
he is afraid to protect American lite 
ond property in Mexico lest he offend 
great Old World Powers.”

and a half years: 

“The jungle is creeping over the great 
plantations. The cattle on the ranches 
have been wantonly and wastefully 
slaughtered. The thoroughbred stock 
farms which were the work of decades 
have been-destroyed. Irrigation plants 
are out of service, railroad terminals 
have been burned, rolling stock and lo- 
comotives broken up and damaged be- 
yond repair.. Mines that furnished em- 
ployment to scores of thousands are 
standing idle. The national treasury 
has been emptied. A paper currency, 
debased and worthless, has been sub- 
stituted for the nation’s money. 


“All the means of an orderly economic 
life have been destroyed. An epidemic 
of typhus rages that twice has menaced 
the health of our border cities. The 
country no longer produces sufficTént 
foodstuffs. Actual starvation is upon 
the people. Sixty thousand white men, 
who were one of the great civilizing 
and developing forces of Mexico, are 
in exile. The jungle, the desert and a 
cruel primitive savagery hold sway 
Carranza’s Government is but a shell 
of authority, based on murder and plun- 
der, limited to a few of the larger cities 
and railroad lines, in antagonism to 
every organizing force upon which a 
government can rest.” 


“Mexico needs peace and security,” 
said Col. Roosevelt, in commenting on 
these conditions. “We can give peace 
and security to Mexico, but only if we 
show courage and resolution. If we 
fail, then some foreign power will in 
the end itself do the task, and make 
Mexico its servant, to our own irrepar- 
able damage. Mr. Wilson is inviting 
this disaster.”

A close study of the above indicat2s 
that breeders in general are using some 
good points in the selection of breeders. 
It will be observed that by far the 
largest per cent of people select bréed- 
ers by egg production and standard re- 
quirements, including color, vigor, siz, 
shape, etc. It will also be noticed that, 
the external characteristics which can 
be observed with the eye are used more 
than egg records, which require time 
and labor, 

Test Made With Two Hens. 

A test was made with two hens. Two 
white Leghorns were selected as typical 
of high and low egg producers. The 
high producer ha® a_ well-developed 
comb, white ear lobes, bleached shanks, 
had not molted, and was a good wedge 
shape. The other had a small pale 
com.b, creamy ear lobes, yellow shanks, 
had molted and had a nice coat of new 
feathers, and the body was small and 
ill-shaped. The two hens were exhibited 
at the State Fair and were given to the 
person estimating most accurately the 
number of eggs produced by each in six 
months, from January to July. 

The hens were won by a 11-year-old 
boy of Sedalia, who raises some Leg- 
horns on a city lot. He estimated the 
good hen to lay 125 eggs and gave as 
reason for the estimate a large, red 
comb and pale shanks. He estimated 
the poor hen to lay 50 eggs and gave as 
reasons for the estimate pale comb and 
yellow shanks.

Selling Out Flocks 
on High Feed Prices 


A large number of fowls are being 

rushed to market this fal] that should 
not go there, for two reasons: 1. These 
birds will be needed more than ever 
and, 2. Most of them are being sold 
without any attempt at fattening. 
High prices of feed are responsible 
for this movement, out that ft is a short- 
sighted policy is apparent at a glance. 
Wheat is higher than at any time since 
the Civil War and cern afl other grains 
fed to poultry are up in sym pathy, dct 
it must be borne in mind that eggs ani 
fowls-are souring in price, too, and that 
the increase is more than keeping up 
with the-merease in feed prices. 
A poultry buyer in a neighboring State, 
who goes from farm to farm with a 
four-deck motor truck, reports that on 
some farms he is buying all the poultry 
on the place. These farmers, he says, 
believe that it will be mors profitable to 
get rid of the chickens and so save the 
high-priced grain for market or to feed 
to other livestock. Apparently they do 
not consider that the higher priced eggs 
and meat this feed would produce would 
more than offset its increased ost. 
These farmers are of the opinion that 
they will be able to get back into the 
poultry business in the spring, when 
they can stock up on mature birds again, 
or if not, that they can buy a quantity 
of eggs for hatching and get a start 
that way. Regardless of the fact that 
both eggs and birds, will probably be 
unusually high next seprirg, a-start along 
the line of either of these two plans wil! 
be highly unsatisfactory in most cases. 
If mature ‘birds are bought to restock 
the place, such a start would in all 
probability bé a very smali one, due to 
the high prices of good birds. If the 
start were made from eggs, it would be 
six months, or just one year from now, 
before there would be any income by 
the egg route. 

A similar heavy movement to market 
occurred during the fall and winter of 
1913-14, following an unusually short corn 
crop, and many a poultryman could be 
pointed out who let all or most of his 
birds go that season, much to his regret 
a few months later. Both beef and pork 
are selling at far above normal prices, 
and, as always happens under those 
conditions, eggs and fowls are up, too, 
and ;oing higher all the while.

LANDSLIDE FOR 
WILSON IN WES! 


Progressive, Who Visited Eight 
States, Convinced All Will 
Go Democratic. 


MOOSE LEADERS FOR HIM 


Was Told That Hughes’ Speeches 
on Western Trip Cost Him 
Thousands of Votes. 


Albert D, Norten!, Progressive nom- 
inee for Governor of Missouri tn 1912, 
who recently resigned from the bench 
of the St. Louis Court of Appeals, to 


which he had been elected as a Re- 
publican, that he might stump the 
country for the re-election of Presti- 
dent Willison, addressed a Democratic 
meeting at Soldan High Schoo! audi- 
torium last night. Just before he 
went on the platform he said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that his trip 
through the West, the last few weeks, 
had convinced him the West would go 
in @ landslide to the President. 

He said he was confident President 
Wilson would carry Colorado, Wyo- 
ming, Utah, Idaho, Oregon, Washing- 
ton, Montana and Nebraska, the eight 
states he visited, because of the at- 
titude of the Progressives tn those 
states. Progressives, former Repub- 
licans and Democrats all assured him, 
he declared, that there would be a 
tidal wave for the President in the 
whole West. 

“The sentiment of the West as I 
found it,” Judge Nortoni said, “is re- 
markable. Everywhere men who were 
the leaders of the Progressive party 
in their states and local communities 
are for Wilson. Of course not all of 
them, but enough to show that 
Hughes will not get the Progressive 
vote 

Says Hughew Speeches Hurt Him. 

“I met and talked with Progres- 
stves who told me they had decided 
to go back to the Republican party 
and vote for Hughes, but that after 
they had heard him on his western 
tour and had read his speeches, they 
had switched to President Wilson. 
My information is that Hughes west- 
ern trip cost him thousands of votes. 

“For instance, take Denver, where I 
spoke first. BD. M. Costigan, twice Pro- 
gressive candidate for Governor, is for 
Wilson, and sat on the platform with 
me. The chairman of the Progressive 
county committee presided at the meet- 
ing. I am as certafn Colorado will go 
for Wiisen as I am that Georgia will. 
Teh womer., whe vote tn Coolrado, are 
especially strong for him. I fudge they 
are guided largely by his position on 
peace. 

“At Cheyenne I was told that ff Gov. 
Carey would come out for Wilson there 
would be no question about Wilson car- 
rying Wyoming. When I got back to 
Sheridan, Wyo., on my return from the 
Coast, Gov. Carey had announced him- 
celf for Wilson and was making speech- 
es for him. He is the leader of the Wyo- 
ming Progressives. 

Utah Progressives for Wilson. 

“At Sait Lake City I was told the 
meeting I addressed was much larger 
than the one Fairbanks addressed there 
a short time before. The sentiment for 
Wilson among Utah Progressives is en- 
thusiastic for Wilson. 

‘In Idaho McElroy, the Progressive 
candidate for Governor, presided. I was 
told there that only twice before in 
Boise had there been as large meetings, 
and these were to hear Bryan and Bo- 
rah. 

“At Portland, Ore., Dr. Waldo Coa, 
Progressive National Committeeman, 
was on the platform, and is for Wil- 
son. The chairman of the meeting 
was Col, Callahan, chairman of the 
Progressive State Committee. 

“At Seattle J. H. Bradford, who was 
Progressive candidate for Governor 
is out for wilson, as is also Ole Han- 
sen, Progressive candidate for United 
States Senator. I was told there were 
200 Progressives and former Repup- 
licans on the stage at my meeting. 
In Spokane a Miss Garden, who was 
a leader in the Progressive move- 
ment, presided and there were any 
“gyn wie of Progressives on the stage. 


Sentiment in Montana, 
“nt "Sieeooia. Mont., the home of 


Senator Dixon, who was chairman of 
the Progressivs National Committee, 
and who is for Hughes, we had a big 
meeting. Progressives told me that 
the Progressive sentiment for Wilson 
was strong. Our meeting at Helena 
was not so large as the others, but 
at Billings we had a big crowd. I 
was assured that many Republicans 
there would vote for Wilson. Among 
Republicans to whom I talked and 
who told me that was Bond Haugh- 
awout, son of the late Bond Haugh- 
awout, who for many years was one 
of the most active Republicans in 
Missouri. 

“at Lincotn, Neb., we had a big 
meeting. Judge Wray, who founded 
the Progressive party i[n Nebraska, 
presided, and while I was there 
formed the nucleus of a Progressive 
Wilson League in Nebraska. I was 
told there that Nebraska would go 
for Wileon by from 20,000 to 85,000.” 

Judge Norton!’s speech at Soldan Hich 
School touched tn the main the points 
he covered in an interview tn the Sun- 
¢ay Post-Dispatch of Oct. 8 in which 
he explained why he was for Wilson. He 
declared he was speaking not as a Dem- 
ccrat, but as a Progressive, and that 
the principles and policies which made 
him a Progressive four years ago make 
him support President Wilson now. The 
present administration’s attitude  to- 
wards currency reform, rural credits, a 
tariff commis-ion, ehfid labor, the eight- 
hour law and the amendment of the 
antitrust laws is fn harmony, he said, 
with the Progressive party’s views of 
the same matters. 

Same Crowd of Lenders. 

“Te is obvious that the same crowd of 
reoctionary leaders constitute the Re- 
publican party now as before,"’ he con- 
tinued. “In 1912 these men were forced 
to steal delegates to contro! the Repub- 
ican convention, and in 1916, the Pro- 


gressives having moved out, they con- | 


trolled the situation without opposition, 
for all were of one accord. 

“Far be it from me’ to even suggest 
that Mr. Hughes is not an honest man. 
The point of the matter is that, even 
though honest, he is the creature of the 
environment in which he developed. A 
typical New York lawyer, who won his 
way in the mart of big business, he lives 


and moves and has his being as big busi- 
ness lives and moves and has its being.” 

It had been expected that Secretary of 
the Treasury McAdoo also would speak 
at the meeting, but Friday the Demo- 
cratic National Committee announced jie 
would not get to St. Louis at this time, 
his services being in greater demand in 
States which were not considered as 
safely Democratic as Missouri.

“A FEUDALISM OF PROPERTY OR 


OF WAGE | EARNERS” 


- MIBRICA is a land of 
| great wealth and 
_ ®reat poverty, of 
_tnereasing riches 
on the one hand 
and increasing 
want on the other. 
It is in the grasp of a regime 
which .has “Prussianized’’ indus- 
try; which has placed the rights 
of property above the rights of 
humanity——bhas denied to the 
toller the fruits of his toil but 
has given them to “economic 
parasites,” who live on incomes derived 
from the work of others. 
We have entered into a conflict be fi 
tween special privilege and democracy, a 
conflict that was inevitable, inescapable, 
and that must be brought to an absolute 
one way or the other. The great 
question at issue is whether the feudalism 
of property or the commonwealth of wage earners 
shall triumph. 
Just as an absolute ownership of all the 
land by a few enslaved the masses in feudal 
times, so absolute ownership by capital of the 
machinery of production and distribution today 
makes of the masses a subordinate and de- 
pendent people. - 
There can be no true victory for democracy 
so long as industry is run for the profit of those 
who control it instead of for the highest service 
to all mankind. 


. . * 
Such, in outline, is the newest pronunciae- 
mento by Prof. Scott Nearing of Toledo Uni- 
versity, a comparatively recent leader of radical 
thought, whose studies of economic conditions, 
particularily those relating to child labor and the 
work of women, have attracted wide attention 
in the last few. years. To call his hypotheses 
new is scarcely accurate. They are rather old 
hypotheses newly stated, yet set forth with such 
vigor, such impressive citations of evidence, as 
to appear both new and startling. They are 
contained in his latest book, “Poverty and 
Riches.” (Winston.) 
“Those who work for wages make up the 
great body of the people in an industrial so- 
ciety,” be says in sonie of his keynote para- 
graphs. “They are ‘the greatest number.’ Since 
democracy is based upon the assumption that 
the welfare of the majority must be regarded as paramount, it seems 
evident that any system of governmental or social organization that pro- 
fesses to be democratic must regard the welfare of the wage earner as of 
paramount importance. in so far as the community fails to give first 
place to the welfare of the wage earners, who make up the greatest 
number in an industria] society, it fails in its efforts to establish a 
democracy. . 

“When the American people are willing to stand frankly for the 
proposition that the good things of life shall go to the favored few who 
held the natural resources or some other form of monepoly power, there 
will be no further necessity to discuss democracy. But so long as the 
American Government .is organized as a democracy, and so long as 
American society is based on democratic principles, it will be necessagy 


vyilege is destroyed and democracy is, indeed, a reality. 
“The workers who carry the burdens of industrial activity should, 
under a democratic form of industrial organization, have jis chief rewards. 
They do the work. They #! ovld receive the pay.” § 
The major purpose of the book is to show that they do net receive 
the pay and that because they do not, a great portion of our people are 
suffering unepeakable misery. He frankly assails the conventional belief 
that the American laborer is well paid. On the contrary, he declares, he 
ie underpaid; and he presents statistigs to support his assertions. 
No wage is adequate, he holds, unless it is sufficient to maintain the 
pe mgd of the worker, is high enough to make poverty, hardship and 
social dependence unnecessary and to enable the worker and his family 
to live like self-respecting members of their community. 
“The best way of showing the wages paid to a group of people,” 
says Dr. Nearing, “is to employ the scheme of classified wage figures. 
Instead of saying that the average wage is $1.80, we say that among the 
200 wage earners under consideration, 40 received less than $1.50 a day; 
65 received $1.50 but less than $1.75; 50 received $1.75 but less than $2, 
and so on. There should be no confusion on one point. * * 
wages do not represent what the men earn * * * but what they get.” 
' We then publishes a table of the weekly wage-rates paid to adult 
males by the manufacturing industries of Massachusetts. It shows that 
out of nearly half a million workers, one-fourth get less than $10 a week; 
nearly two-fifths receive as much as $10 but less than $15; onedifth get 
between $15 and $20, and one-tenth more than §20. Nine-tenths get lesa 
than $20 a week, and yet these figures are based upon 
a period of great prosperity and do not take inte con- 
sideration periods when there is a scarcity of angtey- 
ment. 
| “Suppose for the time being,” says the author, “that 
there was a fulltime year. There is no such thing on 
record. Even if there were, two-thirds of the adult wage 
earners of Massachusetts would be in receipt of less thar 
_ $780 a year; more than a fourth of less than $520 a year; 
Bime-tenths ofiless than $1040 a year and only three it 
a hundred would be getting more than $1300 a year.” 


The wages in the manufacturing industry may be 
considered fairly typical of wages generally in the eastern 
part of the United States, according to Dr. Nearing. The 
American wage may therefore be estimated at less than 
$750 a year fcr seven out of every ten workers, between 
$750 and $1000 for two out of ten, and $1000 and over 
for one out of ten, making no discounts for periods of 
unemployment due to slack work, sickness, accidents and 
_ other personal causes. } 

_ Whether these earnings are adequate or not depends, 
of course, upon how much it costs the worker to live. 
Yn contrast with the figures just enumerated Dr. Nearing 
places the findings of the Massachusetts Minimum Wage

The commission 
found that the lowest possible 
cost of decent living for a self- 
supperting woman, living close 
to her work, is $8.71 a week, 
although 90 per cent of the 
working women of Massachusetts 
do not get that amount. Thus 
it will be seen that seven-enths 
of the working men receive only 
$270 a year more than what 
*,° == would be required to support 
wives, if they had wives, as well 
as a working woman cap live. 
The men would have to live on that $270. 
To support a married man, his wife 
and two children a day in the anthracite 
‘coal regions costs $7.84 a week, or $408 
a year for food alone. Rent would require 
about $130 a year more in cities, clothing 
would cost $110 more; fuel and light, 
medicine and medical attention, amuse- 
ment-and church expenses, newspapers and inci- 
dentals would account for $119 in addition. The 
total would foot up about $718. This would leave 
a net profit of $2.a year for seven-tenths of the 
working men of the country, provided they worked 
full time and had no more than four persons each 
to support, had no extraordinary expenses, made 
no journeys and bought no luxuries. 
Taking all available figures at. their best, Dr. 
Nearing finds that the cost of Gecent family living 
in Eastern industrial centers is between $750 
and $1000 a year but that, with deductions for 
actual employment, only one out of five adult 
males gets as much as $750 and only four out of 
100 gets as much as $1000. 
“Nothing could show more conclusively,” says 
Dr. Nearing, “the frightful inadequacy of Ameri- 
can wages. The present wage scalé paid to work- 
ers by American industry does not enable millions 
of them to give a family’ of young children the 
simple decencies of life that are necessary to 
the maintenance of health and efficiency.” 
The author makes another interesting com- 
parison. He points out that the experience of 
centuries has proved that a successful business

‘1. He pays out of his total returns or gross 
receipts the ordinary cost of doing business— 
materials, labor, repairs and the like. These pay- 
ments are known as running expenses or upkeep. 

2. After upkeep charges are paid he takes the 
remainder, called gross income, and pays out of it the fixed charges, taxes, 
insurance, interest and depreciation. 

3s. He has left a fund, net income, which, roughly speaking, is, the 
profits of the business. Out of this net income, dividends are paid, im- 
provements and extensions of the plant are provided for. 


if the wage earner tried to run his family affairs on the same business 
principles, he would have to pay for food, clothing, housing, medicine, etc., 
as running expenses. Next he would take interest on the investment of 
bringing up and educating his wife and himself; insurance against all 
reasonable contingencies, such as sickness, accident, death, unemployment, 
and a sum for depreciation to compensate for the inevitable depreciation 
of his earning power and for old age when neither he nor his wife can 
earn anything. Then his net income should be sufficient to pay himself 
dividends proportionate to the excessive risks he runs in bringing a 
family inte the world and attempting to rear it; and sufficient to add at 
least something to the surplus which the family lays aside to provide 
against such untoward events as births, deaths and prolonged sickness. 


The writer then points out that a large percentage of wage earners 
"do not receive even enough to pay decent running expenses and adds: 

“Place before any level-headed man of affairs this proposition: ‘I 
have a business which is barely able to pay running expenses. We cannot 
meet our fixed charges and our wildest flights of imagination have never 
carried us as far as dividends and surplus. Will you join in the venture” 
The statement is grotesque, yet it sets forth the financial position of a 
great body of American wage earners.” 

“No one even pretends,” the writer says' again, “that there Is a 
definite relation between the values produced by the worker and the 
wage he secures. * * * -The law of monopoly, ‘all the traffic will bear,’ 
is the law which, fixesethe American wage. * * * 
tien between the social (family) needs of a man and the wages which 
he receives. 

“The industrial Regime places a p:nalty on work. There is the 
pittance return-—pitifully small, economically and socially inadequate— 
paid to millions of workers in exchange for their energy and time during 
the best part of each day and the best part of their tives. No student of 
the problem can escape the feeling that this wage is wholly insufficient in 
comparison with the contribution that the worker makes towards the 
upkeep of the Industrial Regime.” 

Yet it is wpon such foundations that the wealth of the country is 
built, says Dr. Nearing. The property owner, by virtue 
of his control of the means of production, profits out of 
the labor, which scarcely earns a living for the laborer. 
“Today, America numbers her millionaires by the thou- 
sands, and ‘there are about 150 persons whose incomes 
exceed $1,000,000 a year,” he says, and continues:

Other diseases to which 
children are especially sus- 
ceptible have been much 
more rapidly propagated 
and more often fatal. Even 
this summer when infantile 
paralysis was at its height 
in the city of New York, 
that eity at the same time 
had an epidemic of measles 
which was almost as severe. 
Yet because so little is 


known about the one and — 


so much about the other, 
ene heard nothing of the 
measles, while accounts of 
the poliomyelitis plague 
filled the newspapers. 


So insidious is its begin- 


ning, so virulent its course; 


so disastrous its  conse- 
quences that infantile 
paralysis has seized upon 
the imaginations of the 
public as a scourge of un- 
paralleled malevolence. 
While that is scarcely true. 
thes disease is frightful 
enough and the scientific 


resources of the earth are 
being ransacked for a means 
to subdue ét. While much 
has already been done, the 
doctors realize that they 
have made only a_ begin-

cure has been found and there is a wide divergence of 
opinion as to its origin and the nature of its com- 
municability. Ws 

New York City bore the brunt of this year’s plague. 
From its beginning in the last few days of June to the 
n-iddle of October the metropolis had 9177 cases and 2343 
dcaths. The total number of cases was nothing like so 
great as the total number of serious measles cases in 
that city at the same time, but the percentage of deaths 
was far higher. That percentage was not so high as 
might have been imagined from hysterical accounts of 
the progress of the epidemic, but it was very high, being 
slightly more than 25 per cent. That one out of every 
four children who were afflicted should have died may 
not seem quite as surprising as that three out of four 
should recover, but when it is remembered that in the 
last great poliomyelitis epidemic, that of 1907, the pro- 
pertion of deaths was only five out of every 100, the ter- 
riiic nature of the last visitation can be realized. 


Although 30 States reported cases of the disease, its 
greatest ravages were confined to the East. Massachu- 
setts was probably second to New York, with a total of 
1°06 cases up to Oct. 11. Connecticut, Rhode Island, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Ohio and Illinois also reported 
far more than the normal number of cases. Missouri 
never surpassed the normal. St. Louis was compara- 
tively free from it, although East St. Louis was con- 
sidered as one of the three infection centers in Illinois 
and the Illinois State Board of Health took unusual pre: 
cantions to supervise closely all suspicious illness any- 
whcre within 50 miles of the East Side city. 

One of the fine things about the situation in New 
York was the way in which forces were mobilized tc 
fight the common enemy. As soon as the epidemic be- 
came alarming extreme measures were taken. The city 
authorized the sale of $80,000 in bonds to finance a 
canipaign. The Rockefeller Institute set aside $50,000, 
and Congress appropriated $135,000 for the same purpose 
Mayor Mitchel invited leading physicians from all over 
the United States and Canada to yisit the city, study con- 
citicns and make whatever recommendations they saw 
fit. The United States Public Health Service put itself 
unreservedly at the disposal of the New York authorities. 


'n spite of all this, hundreds of thousands of persons 
were frightened almost to the stage of panic. The early 
summer months witnessed a hegira of children. On some 
davs outbound trains carried as high as 20,000 boys and 
girls, seeking more isolated places to which the contam- 
inetion had not spread. 

This very thing excited the fears of neighboring com. 
mmities. Fearing the refugees might bring the plague 
with them from the stricken city, quarantine officials of 
other towns, and especially of New Jersey, met the 
trains and refused to permit the children to alight. 
Even as far off as St. Louis, health officers met incom- 
ing trains and examined children, sending all which 
snowed such signs of illness as a high temperature to 
hospitals or privates homes for the strictest surveillance. 
Some of the New York railroad ticket agents were in- 
structed not to furnish transportation to persons who 
could not present certificates showing that they came 
from homes where there were no traces of the disease. 

The New York Health Department organized a special 
yureau to handle the situation. Under the direction of 
its members a vigorous clean-up campaign in slum dis- 
tricts was begun early in July. More than 1000 persons 
were haled into coyrt and fined for violations of the 
sanitary code. Moving picture theaters were closed to 
children under 16. The usual summer recreation camps 
for children were abandoned. Sunday schools were 
closed. Religious societies called off their customary 
celebrations of annual feasts. In one week health de- 
partment inspectors destroyed three and a half tons of 
milk, fruit, lemonade, ice cream, etc., that were found 
in unsanitary receptacles. 

The usual horde of vampires appeared. Quacks sprang 
up on every street corner, offering nostrums, warranted 
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to cure and prevent the disease. These were sternly re- 
pressed wherever the authorities could reach them. It 
was found that one “cure,” which sold at $1 a bottle, 
cost about six cents a gallon to make and waa merely a 
harmless drug. The United States Public Health Servs 
icc issued a bulletin, warning the people against these 
frauds, stating that a “scientifically adequate method of 
control is impossible at the present time.” 

In the middle of August the plague reached its height. 
On Aug. 9 it was announced that 57 children had suc- 
cumbed to the disease within the preceding 24 hours. 
T'nis total of fatalities was reached on one other day, 
but was not surpassed. These cases were for the whole 
of Greater New York. A health bulletin at that time 
declared the deaths are out of proportion to all past epi- 
demics. 

While the plague swept heaviest through slum districts, 
more exclusive residential sections did not wholly es- 
cape. Sevéral adults were infected and a few of them

died, but by far the greatest number of cases was 

among children under 16 and the greatest number of 

fatalities was among those under 5. Several colleges 
were quarantined, among them Simmons College, Boston, 
where one of 200 young women living in a dormitory 
developed poliomyelitis. 

Amy number of theories have been suggested to ac- 
count for the spread of the disease, but, so far, none can 
be called demonstrated. It has attacked children crowd- 
ed into ghettos and it has attacked other children iso- 
lated in rural homes where the most careful sanitary 
measures were observed. Some authorities have thought 
contamination came through milk and other foods. 
Others have believed it was spread by house flies. One 
doctor believes it is transmitted by kissing infected per- 
sons. New Yorkers have wondered whether great excava- 
tions, such as those for the subways have not liberated 
the germs. There are several vermin theories, attribu- 
ting the spread to rats, fleas, bedbugs, lice, etc. Dis- 
eases among animals and poultry have been suggested 
as possible sources. As yet nobody knows. 

The whole country waited upon the report of the spe- 
cial committee of pathologists invited to the city by 
Mayor Mitchel. When its report was finally submitted, it

Dr. Simon Flexner, of the Rockefeller Institute, an- 
nounced the most noted scientific discovery of the year 
when he declared he had succeeded in isolating the germ. 
of poliomyelitis. Until that time repeated attempts had 
failed to discover it. Dr. Flexner declared it was a mi- 
eroscopic organism so small that it was hard to detect 
with the aid of the best glass. And yet, Dr. Flexner 
declared: 


“Although the micro-organism of infantile paralysis is 
now known, the difficulties attending its artificial cul- 
tivation and identification under the microscope are 
svch as to make futile the employment of ordinary bac-. 
teriological tests for its detection. Nevertheless, the 
virus can be detected by inoculation tests upon mon- 
keys, which animals develop a disease corresponding to — 
infantile paralysis in human beings. In this manner the — 
fact has been determined that the mucus membrane of 
the nose and throat of healthy persons who have been ~~ 
In intimate contact with acute cases of infantile paraly- 
sis may become contaminated with the virus, and that : 
such contaminated persons, without falling iil them- 
selves, may convey the infection to other persons, chief- 
ly children, who develop the disease.” 


‘The micro-organism, according to Dr. Flexner, exists 
m the central nervous organs and upon the mucus mem- 
brane of the nose and throat and of the intestines of 
persons suffering from the disedse; it occurs less fre- 
gucntly in the other internal organs, and has not been 
detected in the general circulating blood of the patients. 
For this reason, Dr. Flexner doubts that the disease is 
spread by the bite of insects, such as the green stable 
flv, which may have received the infection from do- 
mestic animals, particularly chickens, suffering from a -* 
kindred disease. This latter hypothesis has been seri- 
ously advanced by several noted physicians, among 
them Dr. E. W. Saunders of St. Louis. 

“Not all children,” says Dr. Flexner, “and relativeiy 
few adults are susceptible to infantile paralysis. Young 
children are more susceptible, generally speaking, than 
older ones, but no age can be said to be absolutely in- 
gusceptible. When several children exist in a family 
or a group, one or more may be affected, while othors 
escape or seem to escape. The closer the family or other | 
groups are studied by physicians, the more numerous it 
now appears are the number of cases among them. This _ 
means that the term infantile paralysis is a misnomer, — 
since the disease arises without causing any paralysi4 - 
whatever, or such slight and fleeting paralysis as to 
be difficult of detection.” a 

In this connection it may be said that infantile paral ~ 
ysis is a disease in which the germ attacks the portion — 
of the spinal column which controls the muscles of — 
movement. If there is no deterioration of the tissue 
before convalescence, the recovery will be complete. — ‘_ 
If there is degeneration, however, it may result in the — 
permanent disabling of the sufferer. This is the most 
serious aspect of the disease, aside from death itself. — 
The number of those who make complete recovery, Dr. — 
Flexfier declares, is much greater than is eenerele 
supposed.

“To get the necessary data that would enable me to 
design my aerial torpedo, I went through the following 
experiences: One Mexican revolution, shot at a dozen 
times or more, hit once, two falls in aeroplanes, one of 
them laden with dynamite bombs—Floyd_Smith, the 
aviator, was in the plane with me at the time—one 
broken leg; two bombs exploded accidentally 10 feet 
‘rom where I stood. 

“My first experience with falling bombs from high alti- 
tuces was in 1914, when serving with Gen. Villa in the 
Mexican revolution. I was dropping bombs of my own 
make cast from car wheels. For making noise, en 
bombs. were quite successful; but they did little danfage. 
T aoon became convinced that bombs to be effectively 
destructive nfust burst accurately from five to seven 
feet above the surface of the ground, in order that their 
fragments might fly horizontally in all directions. 

“In 1915, I did much experimenting, and in February, 
1916, I placed my data before the Ordnance Department 
at Washington. Five hours later I walked out with my 
instructions to go ahead at the Government’s expense 
ant build at the Frankford Arsenal, Philadelphia. 

“The ordnance officers of the United States army are 
largely responsible for the success of my torpedo. With- 
out their confidence and aid, technical and otherwise, I 
should still be looking for someone to back me. 

“I am now at work upon'a flying torpedo that can be 
fired from a distance of 150 miles and sent straight to 
its mark. : , 

“In France, more than a year ago, an aerial torpedo 
struck within 600 feet of its mark, after traveling 60 
miles. I predict that the flying torpedo will be a reality 
within one year and that in less than two years more 
$100,000,000 will be appropriated by Congress for aero- 
nautical defense of the United States.”

every 413 employes of a railroad company, for instance, 
veaches the rank of a general officer. Theoretically every 
bov in the country may become President; practically 
9,999,999 out of every 10,090,000 will not be President. 

The same thing, he-rsays, is true of the room at the 
top of the Industrial Regime. All have a chance to get 
there, but in practice, very few ever will. 

The book closes with the following paraerapks: 

“While business is run for profits, the winning of 
profits will be the chief task of the man of affairs. 
Profits are cash profits, measured in dollars and not in 
human well-being. Therefore, as long as industry is 
run for profit, the dollar will be put above the man. 

“Grant the truth of this assertion and it becomes 
apparent that there is a fundamental conflict between 
this principle of democracy and the present system of 
industry for profit. So long as industry is run for 
profit, it cannot be run primarily for service. Until 
industry is run for the service of the great body 6f 
people, it cannot be democratic. Industry for profit 
and democracy are diametrically opposed to one an- 
other. 

“Putting the man above the dollar means running in- 
dustry for people, not profits. Under such an industrial 
order, as in the family, human well-being will always 
come before property.” 

“The problem of industrial democracy has been ap- 
proached from four points of view: (1) equality of Op- 
portunity; (2) obligation to serve the community; (3) the 
necd of a government that will represent the people, and 
{4) the necessity for considering human welfare as more 
imnortant than property welfare. These principles of 
democracy must be applied to industry if industrial dem- 
ocracy is to be established. The analysis has suggested 
that the present system of wealth distribution, the gulf 
between those who work and those who own economic 
parasitism, with its complement of exploitation and in- 
dustry for profit, are, in their very nature, opposed to 
industrial democracy. If this is true, then industrial 


democracy will never be a reality while industry for 
profit remains.” ‘

: —Percy Aldridge Grainger, 
the young Australian pianist-composer. At 
his feet have swooned the temperamental 
ladies of the covntry, old, middle-aged and 
‘young, and gazing upon his halo of yellow 
curls and finely chiseled features, they have 
murmured rapturously: “A young Pader- 
ewski!” or “Parsifal from the Antipodes!” 
or “the Siegfried of the piano!”*’ or “the 
Australian sun-god!”’ 

Such accents of worship no doubt tempt 
Grainger to stiong language, for he is an 
extremely modest. and well-balanced young _ 
man: and quite possibly he would echo 
Tennyson, who, pestered similarly by feminine adora- 
tion, grumbled unfeelingly: “Let 4§hem rave!” For 
Grainger was proclaimed a genius by no less a per- 
sonage than Grieg, and at the age of 34 he has achieved 
four separate and distinct reputations in the musical 
field—first, as a brilliant bravura pianist; second, as 
one of the foremost collectors of folk music all over 
the world; third, as a composer of ultra-modern music; 
and fourth, as an innovator in orchestral technique as 
bold as Berlioz himself. 5 

Unconventional, breezy, with even a touch of imperti- 
nence, Grainger’s personality is described everywhere 
as the most fascinatingly original among all the musi- 
cians who have flocked to America since the beginning 
of the war. Nourished on Bach, he is an admirer of 
ragtime, and he plays the old contrapuntist’s fugues, 
whose name alone has been considered forbidding. with 
the “pep” and ginger of a “professor” in a dance hall. 
He acclaims Stephen Foster, author of “Old Kentucky 
Home,” as an immortal composer. 

As an insurgent against the stereotyped forms of art, 
Grainger has totally discarded the usual Italian phrases 
of expression. Instead of crescendo and diminuendo 
he writes in his scores “louden” and “soften.” Some of 
his directions are amusing, such as “slow off lots,” 
“tune to the fore,” “speed at. will,” “wayward but not 
draggish” and “with healthy and somewhat fierce go.” 
His very titles for his compositions are different: “I’m 
Seventeen Come Sunday,” “Handel in the Strand,” “Ar- 
rival Platform Humlet,” “The Gum Suckers’ March.” 

The two latter titles—it will be interesting to watch 
the grave Mr. Zach conduct a piece called “The Gum 
Suckers’ March”’—occur in the suite, named “In a 
Nutshell,” which the orchestra will play, and in which 
Grainger himself will take the important piano part. 
The first movement is the “Arrival Platform Humlet” 
—“‘humlet” being Graingerese for a little hum.. The 
composer describes it in these breezy phrases: ‘“Await- 
ing the arrival of belated train bringing one’s sweetheart 
from foreign parts; great fun! The sort of thing one 


hums as an accompaniment to one’s tramping feet as” 


one happily, excitedly, paces up and down the arrival 
platform.” There are next to no chords in the piece, 
which is written almost exclusively in unaccompanied 
unison or octaves. 

The second movement is called “Gay but Wistful,” 
and is a tune of London music hall flavor, having twe 
strains, a “solo” and “chorus,” as in vaudeville vocal 
performances. The third movement is a “Pastoral,” 


and the fourth is ‘““‘The Gum Suckers’ March,” dedicated | 


to the natives of the State of Victoria, Australia, who 
are said to be addicted to chewing the leaves of the 
Eucalyptus tree. The second theme of the fourth move- 
ment is “an attempt to write a melody typical of Aus. 
tralia, as Stephen Foster’s songs are typical of Amer: 
ica.” The movement abounds in double-chording—that 
is, the passing of unrelated chord groups above, below 
and through each other, “without regard to the har- 
monic clash resulting therefrom.” 

To intensify the clash, moreover, Grainger’s score 
demands seven or eight extra percussion-players to 
perform on the instruments called for—some of them 
familiar, as the glockenspiel and xylophone; and some 
never before employed in the orchestra, such as the 
steel Marimbaphone, a sort of bass glockenspiel; the 
wooden Marimbaphone, a kind of bass xylophone; Swiss 
staff bells; and the Narimba, a five octave instrument 
played with hammers of different strength, one for the 
bass, one for the middle register, and a tiny one for the 
treble. The Narimba’s tone is said to have a reedy 
quality, so strong in the’ bass notes that at a distance 
one fancies he is listening to a rather throaty bass 
clarinet. "These instruments were developed by Graing- 
er himself, on the model of the South American -Marim- 
bas. 

In writing for the orchestra, Grainger uses no such 
hackneyed and un-English words as violin, viola and 
violoncello. Instead they become first and second fiddles, 
middle fiddles and bass fiddles. His enthusiasm. 
exertions have given a new lease of life to the muita, 
which had previously been used in opera only to give 
momentary color, as in the first act of Rossini’s “Il 
Barbiere” and the first act of Weber’s “Oberon.” 
Grainger has daringly made the guitar, and with it the 
Wandolin, an instrument of importance in some of his 
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orchestral accompaniments to songs, such as ‘Willow 
willow” and the Faeroe Island dancing ballad, “Father 
and Daughter.” The last is written for and has been 
performed in London by “five men’s single voices, 
double chorus, strings, brass, percussion, and mandolin 
and guitar band of 40.” 

As a new departure in guitar technique, Grainger 
splits up his guitar band into four sections, each with 
the strings tuned differently to a major or minor chord. 
He takes advantage of the fact that by laying the first 
finger across all the instrument’s six strings at the 
various frets, its pitch can be raised..chromatically 
throughout an extensive scale. With the fingering thus 
simplified, the right hand is free to execute all kinds of 
complicated rhythms and intricate arpeggios. # The 
mandolins also play arpeggios on their eight strings of 
four pitches. ‘‘Father and Daughter” is scored for four 
French horns, three trombones, euphonium and bass 
tuba, first and second fiddles, middle fiddles, bass fiddles, 
double basses, percussion, mandolins and four bands of 
guitars. Grainger has also utilized the. hanjo in some 


of his compositions, and he is planning a suite for

, Grainger’s appearance with the Symphony Orchestra 
will not quite be his first in this city, as he gave a piano 
recital last season at the St. Louis Woman’s Club. The 
audience, of course, was small and selected; his Sym- 
phony Orchestra engagement will be his first oppor- 
tunity for an appeal to the general public here. Audi- 
tors at the recital will remember his playing of his 
own compositions—‘Mock Morris Dance,” “Shepherd’s 
Hey,” “Irish Tune from County Derry,” “One More 
Day, My John,” a sailor’s chanty; and the movement, 
“Gay but Wistful,” from the “In a Nutshell” suite. 
Also, the New York Symphony Orchestra, last tpring, 
brought one of the most delightful programs ever heard 
in this city to a delightful close with Grainger’s “Molly 


on the Shore,” “Irish Tune from County Derry” and: 


“Shepherd’s Hey.” Dr. Walter Damrosch, conductor of 
the New. York Symphony Orchestra, was the first to 
introduce Grainger’s compositions in America. 


In addition to his part in his own suite, Grainger 
will play the piano part of Grieg’s A-Minor concerto, 
Grieg was in very ill health when he first met the 
youthful Australian in London, but the Norwegian com- 
poser instantly proclaimed him to be 4 genius, and chose 
him to play this same concerto at the Leeds Festival. 
Grieg then planned to take him.on a tour of the conti- 
nent, Grainger playing the concerto and Grieg con- 
ducting his orchestral compositions, but he died before 
the enterprise cOuld be carried out. Grieg often said 
that Grainger was the only,artist who played his com- 
positions as he (Grieg himself) would play them. 

Grainger was born at Brighton, a suburb of Mel- 
bourne, which also gave Nellie Melba to the warld His 
father was a notable architect and civil engineer, who 
built many of the prominent buildings and bridges in 
Australia. His mother, who is today his inseparable 
companion and adviser, is a musician, and gave him his 
first music lessons. As a child of 10 he gave concerts 
in his native country, and was celebrated there as a 
child prodigy. Then with his mother he sailed for 
Germany, where fof five years he studied uler Louis 
Pabst, James Kwast and the imcomparable Feruccio 
Busoni. He became a concert pianist, playing for five 
years an average of 150 recitals annually, in the art 
centers of Great Britain, Germany, Holland, Norway, 
Denmark, Finland, Russia, Bohemia and Switzerland. 
Then he settled in London, but soon after the war began 


came to this country, where he says he plans to maké-_’ 


his home. 


His tawny locks, his electric personality and his 
sunny nature—in living and in composing he is in- 
corrigibly cheerful—took New York and other cities 
by storm. The newspapers echoed Schumann’s exc’ama- 
tion when he first came upon a piece by Chopin: “Hats 
off, gentlemen, a genius!” They noted how he came on 
the stage briskly, “as if he,were starting on a 20-mile 
walk,” and declared that critical and skeptical audiences 
were convinced in a half hour that here was an artist 
of the rank of Kreisler and Paderewski, but yet unique, 
something new and refreshingly original. 


They described his poetic temperament, his Roose- 
veltian vitality, his tireless vigor, his powerful hand 
upon the p*-noforte, his brilliant technique; and went 
into raptures over his iconcclastic harmonies and in- 
strumentation. “It is easy,” said one New York critic 
last May, “to see who among composers and pianists 
will be the hero of the next musical season. His name 
is Percy Grainger.” In fulfillment of the prophesy 
Grainger has been engaged for three appearances this 
winter with the New York Philharmonic Orchestra, an 
unprecedented compliment for a young artist. 

Grainger attributes the buoyancy and vigor of his 
compositions and performances to his own physical 
health. He went to Muldoon’s famous farm to study 
bodily rhythms, and he is a walker of remarkable 
prowess. A tramp of 50 or 60 miles is nothing to him, 
and he often walks from one city to another to fill bis 
engagements. “Composition,” he says, “is mostly a 
matter of how you feel physically. If you have in- 
digestion, you will undoubtedly write welsh-rabbit and 
lobster music. When the composition is completed you 
may name it: ‘Some Morbid Introspections on the Hor- 
rors of War,’ but that is because you do not think the 
public would like it as well if you called it: ‘A Stomach- 
ache Serenade.’ That I write optimistic music 1 at- 
tribute to the fact that I am nearly always in splendid 
physical health, and have an unfailing appetite.” 

.Although a musician of fastidious taste, Grainger’s 
temperament is democratic, and as an Australian he 
says he finds himself completely at home in the United 
States and Canada. Probably the following is as char- 
acteristic a statefnent of his ideals as he has made: 

“The professional musician has had things too much 
his own way, and both music and people have suffered 
thereby. Most music is written for virtuosi and ex- 
perts; composers feel it a more grateful task to write 
for an intelligent and appreciative ‘ such as

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HOULD anyone still doubt that if the shield of 
Mars, with its insignia of glory, is turned 
about, the reverse will be found charactered 
with devices of unspeakable human misery, 
he should make a mental tour of Serbia with 
Dr. Earl Bishop Downer of Columbus, O., who 
saw Belgrade captured by the Austrians, re- 
captured by the Serbians, and finally stormed by the 
Austro-Germans; and who passed through the typhus 
epidemic which threatened to exterminate the entire 
population—the mortality being from 70 to 90 per cent 
of those taking the disease. Of 300 doctors in all Serbia 
at the beginning of the plague, 240, or 80 per cent, died 
of it. : : 

Dr. Downer, a volunteer of the American Red Cross, 
reached Saloniki at the beginning of last year, when the 
typhus was reaching its climax across the Serbian bor- 
der. In Saloniki, that refuse pile of Mediterranean hu- 
manity, the bubonic plague was raging. After he and 
his companions crossed the frontier on their way to 
Gevgelia, a Serbian town 40 miles from Saloniki, they 
were warned that taking a drink of water at one of 
the railroad stations was equivalent to sentencing one’s 
self to an attack of typhoid or Asiatic cholera. The air 
was laden with malaria, for the throngs of open pools 
were ideal breeding waters for mosquitoes. But malaria, 
typhoid, bubonic plague and cholera sank into insignifi- 
cance beside the hideous slaughter everywhere accom- 
plished by typhus. 

The plague at Gevgelia developed first in a camp of 
Austrian prisoners—60,000 of them, who were held near 
the town. They died daily by the hundreds and then by 
the thousands. Terror and anguish were written on their 
faces, for each man could onlyeawait his doom. Their 
vigil was often brief, for of the total number 30,000 
were-soon swept away by the disease. From the prison 
camps the epidemic spread to the hospital, attacking 
victims already weakened by wounds and hardships, 
and destroying nine out of every 10. The medical staff 
was not immune; every day there was a vacant place 
among the Serbian, English, Danish and Greek physi- 
cians. Two Americans gave up their lives—Dr. Ernest 
Macgruder of Washington, D. C., and Dr. James Don- 
nelly of New York. . Of the civil population of Gevgelia, 
75 per cent died. 

The dead were carried through the streets on litters, 
without pretense*’of covering them up, and a!! day long 
the procession of corpses was continuous.

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This disease, Dr. Downer says, is acute, infectious and 
ct terrible virulence. It is spread by means of a species 
of louse (pediculus vestimenti), which is smaller than 
the body louse (pediculus corporis) found in the United 
States. Its habitat is the clothing, particularly the 
seams of the underwear. One bite from an infected louse 
is usually sufficient to induce typhus. The physicians 
and nurses protected themselves by bathing twice a day, 
exploring their clothes minutely with a pair of forceps, 
and sprinisling them liberally with naphthaline.

Into this pestilence-stricken region came the wounded 
from the front, only to find lurking for them an enemy 
more terrible than Austrian shells. They came in trains 
of 60 oxcarts, loaded to the top of their racks with hu- 
man freight—carts without springs or even straw to 
ease the jolting on the indescribable roads; they came 
on foot, having walked for days with frozen and rotting 
feet; the dead were sorted out from the living at the 
hospital door and thrown into the roadside; many died 
while beir: carried within doors. The first consign- 
ment of wounded numbered 1300; afterwards they came 
at the rate of 500 to 600 every three or four days. The 
Red Cross hospital had been a four-story tobacco ware- 
house. Soon it was so packed with patients that it was 
impossible, after two had been placed in each bed, to 
walk about the floors without. stepping on them. 

Most of them were only bundles of rags, skeletons en- 
cased in a claylike, filth-ingrained parchment of skin, 
says Dr. Downer in his well-named book, “The Highway 
of Déath” (F. A. Davis Co., London). Life in the trenches 
had matted hair and beard; the hands, feet and clothes 
were caked with - clay; and over faces and clothing 
crawled vermin by the million. Upon the countenance 
of each was the expression etched by weeks of appalling 
suffering, great furrows plowing the brows and sunken, 
yellow cheeks. With beastlike endurance they bore 
thei: pain, with now and then a muffled moan. 

Upon this huddled mass of ruined manhood the typhus 
fell like a scourge, destroying, as has been said, nine out 

of every 10. Nor did it, for all the efforts of the physi- 
cians, abate until the coming of summer, for typhus is 
a winter disease, and ceases its ravages with the arrival 
of hot weather.

One 
of the worst features 
of typhus is its pro- 
found action on the heart. A convalescent 
is apt to die instantly upon the slightest 
exertion from acute dilatation of the heart 
muscles. 

The mental condition is disturbed some- 
times for six months after the decline of 
the fever, the convalescents becoming tem- 
porarily erratic or half-witted. The whole 
nervous system is deeply involved—the spe- 
cial senses, motor and sensory nerves. The 
muscles become hard and rigid with neu- 
ralgic pain, centering with agonizing intensity in the 
marrow of. the long bones, particularly the shin bones, 
where the most powerful opiate cannot reach. These 
_pains usually persist for several months before the 
“muscles relax; but often they do not, with the result 
that the limbs are wrenched into hideous and permanent 
deformities. 


Frequently blood clots form in the extremities, cutting 
off the blood and giving rise to ulcers which slough off 
the flesh to the bones. But most unfortunate of all are 
those attacked by post-typhus gangrene, usually affecting 
the lower extremities. The ankle bones disarticulate; 
the toes and feet drop off, and sometimes even the nose.

how the Austrians feil into an ambuscade and lost 60,000 — 
nrisoners, and finally how the invaders came flooding 
back through the city, dropping guns and ammunition in — 
their flight, all discipline lost, each madly fleeing to. 
refuge, across the bridge. 
Shooting and hand-to-hand fighting occurred all over. 
the city, even at the gates of the American hospital, be 
tween rear guards of the Austrians and the oncoming — % 
Serbs. When the pontoon bridge was packed to the last = 
man it would hold, when hundreds were jumping into 
the river in their terror and drowning in the swift cur- © 
rent, when the railings of the bridge broke under in 
jam and the pressure thrust other hundreds into_ 
water, then a battery of French marines openéd fire * 
the bridge. One shell carried away the central span, — 
and those cut off from flight surrendered—150 officers — 
and 10,000 men, most of them to die terribly later ot ad 
typhus in the prison camps. 


After the hospital had been struck by two shells, the - 
physicians hoisted the American and Red Cross flags - 
where they could be seen across the river, so that the — 
building afterwards escaped direct bombardment. Other 
flags on the roof served as warnings to hostile aviators, 
But shells and bullets fell so frequently in the grounds ~— 
that it was unsafe to venture out of doors, Austrian 
airmen often maneuvered for position: directly over the - 
hospital, in the hope that the Serbian gunners would — 
not shell them there, and leave them to make their 
observations-in quiet. But King Peter’s gunners sent 
volleys after them, so that fragments of steel rained ~ 
down on the roof. Dr. Downer and his associates spent — 
the entire summer of 1915 in operating upon the vic- 
time of this Austrian invasion and rout. There was also — 
much typhus in’ Belgrade, but not so much as in. other 
parts of the country, the capital boasting superior sani- 
tary conditions. 


in Belgrade Dr. Downer made the acquaintance of the 
famous “child bomb-throwers” of the Serbian army, 
who range in age from 12 to 15 years. These child he- 
roes take theif places in the first-line trenches, their 
only weapons being hand grenades. When the enemy is 
close enough, the boys throw bombs into their midst. 


“At Iovanovatz, near Shabatz,” he says, “a small child, 
a mere baby, barely 5 years old, was playing innocently 
in the street, in close proximity to a group of Austrian 
officers. They were idly holding conversation, when 
suddenly this supposedly innocent little child tossed 
among them one of these deadly missiles of destruction, 
with disastrous effects, several of the officers being killed 
and wounded. 

“I have operated on and cared for several of these 
child heroes, and they bear their pain and suffering 
from nasty shrapnel wounds with great bravery and 
stoicism, without a whimper or a tear.” 

Then came the time when Germany found time to 
crush Serbia once and for all, as Berlin hopes, An army 
of 1,000,000 men—Germans, Austrians and Bulgarians— 
was massed against the frontiers of Serbia, whith had 
barely 300,000 men with which to meet them. But it 
was not so much the preponderance of numbers, Dr. Dow- 
ner implies, as the German 42-centimeter howitzers, 
which brought about the fall of the little country. 
When their monstrous shells began to fall upon Belgrade 
the capital was doomed, for at each explosion a city 
block would crumble down into fragments, while the 
bodies of men and horses flew high in the air. Many 
naticnts were brought to the hospital without a wound, 
who had been stricken blind by the flash or dumb by 
th: detonation of these shells; in others the nervous 
cystem was wrecked by the shock of the explosion.

MOST singular case of a voluntary change of identity has just 
come to light, in the. discovery that a bizarre old woman known 

s “The Hermit of Savin Rock,” a suburb of New Haven, is in 
reality no other than Mrs. Celia Hermione Wallace, celebrated 
20 years ago from one end of the country to the other as “The 
Diamond Queen of Chicago.” The two identities are so far 
apart, almost from pole to pole of social life, that it is astonish- 
ing to find the gulf spanned by a single personality. 

‘In the heyday of the career of the “Diamond Queen,” the entertainments 
which Mrs. Wallace gave and attended were eagerly chronicled by the news- 
papers, which regaled their readers with awesome inventories of the jewels in 
which she was always decked like a Princess of the Orient. Estimates running 
into the hundreds of thousands of dollars were given as to the wealth she wore 
when attired for a ball, and drawings were appended of her regal necklace of 
black diamonds and of her blazing tiara of white stones. Moreover, she was 
a friend of the late Mrs. Hetty Green, and of Susan B. Anthony and Frances 
Willard. Mrs. Wallace was almost as noted for her philanthropies as for her 
gems; in one year, 1896, she is said to have given away $320,000, including

poverty, who had turned her 
back on the world, if it had 


not been for one picturesque 
and amazing thing. Whenever 
the supposed anchorit« 
emerged from her hovel—for 
instance, to go to the grocery 
for a loaf of bread-—she was 
always dressed in expensive 
hats and gowns of the ex- 
tremest modes of the most 
advanced fashion! 

Fuel was added to the mys- 
tery by the report of the one 
and only woman who ever was 
privileged to enter the hermit’s 
retreat. The kitchen, she said, 
was as bare as a monk’s cell; pie Be 
but the other rooms, which the 
owner rarely or ever entered, 
were lavishly furnished with paintings, bronzes, tapestries and old mahogany 
which must have been worth a fortune, but which were thickly covered with 
dust. It can be imagined how this report set the tongues wagging anew about 
the stranger who lived on a loaf of bread and a pint of milk a day, and yet, 
whenever she stirred abroad, shamed Solomon in all his glory with her 
Bakst-like array. : 

But all the clatter of gossip that had gone before was but a feeble tintinna- 
bulation compared with the peals that rang through New Haven a few days ago, 
when the newspapers discovered that the “Hermit of Savin Rock” and the 
vanished “Diamond Queen of Chicago” were one ahd the same person. It was 
true, for the recluse reluctantly admitted the fact herself.

But she had a way of letting human beings 
understand that she preferred their room to their company, and 
that they were not wanted as visitors at her home, although 
she would sometimes visit them. She would probably have 
escaped notice, beyond that given to an eccentric old woman, if it had not beer 
that some unconquerable relic of feminine frailty disarmed her against the 
vanity of clothes. She could hide away her diamonds, eat, sleep and live in one 
room, let spider webs gather on her pictures and tapestries, but fine attire sh« 
could not resist. To the gossips there was something uncanny about this 
82-year-old and meagerly fed woman, whose street attire was always that of 
the gayest Broadway flapper of 16 years. 


The only woman who can boast of having crossed Mrs. Wallace’s thresh- 
hold in eight years is a neighbor, Mrs. John Tamberlyn,.who saved the old lady's 
house from fire a few years ago, and by that act earned her friendship. And 
Mrs. Tamberlyn was invited but once. That once, however, was a gala affair. 

“I never dreamed,” she says, “that Mrs. Wallace had such things, but she 
brought out a solid silver service and fine cut glass for tea. Then she let me 
peep into her front rooms, and it nearly took my breath away, There were lots 
of paintings and hangings and fine furniture, but everything was covered thick 
with dust. Mrs. Wallace said she didn’t care for such things any more. She 
didn’t talk much about herself; she said she had once belonged to a different 
station, but that she was happier in her one room at Savin Rock than she had 
ever been before.” 

“There are weeks at a time,” Mrs. Tamberlyn continued, “when Mrs. 
Wallace just stays in the house and’ won’t open the door for anyone who knocks, 
even if she knows who it is, She has grieved very mugk the last few days 
because her pet dog was run over and killed by an automobile.

Among them is 
a Mrs. Emory, 83 years old, who was 
for a times as intimate with Mrs. Wal- 
lace as the latter permitted anyone to 
be. Mrs. Emory’s cottage is just 
across the Boston Post road, which the 
hermit’s cottage overlooks. 

“She’s as spry as a girl and dresses 
like one,” said Mrs. Emory. “She 
doesn’t spend much for food, but her 
clothes are always up to the minu 

“She says you've got to wear good 
clothes if you want to catch the men. 
That’s what she told: me,” interrupte 
Mrs. Emory’s daughter, Miss Lily. “I 
said I was surprised she was still 
thinking about men at her age. And
